CURTIS AT SYRACUSE

| SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 28.—De- 
claring his belief that the problem 
of farm relief is a non-partisan one, 
Senator Charles Curtis, Republican 
Vice Presidential nominee, recom- 
mended in an open air speech at tne 
State Fair Grounds here today that 
the work of drawing up a consiruc- 
tive program to put American agri- 
culture on its feet again be worked 
out by a non-partisan commission to 
be created by the next Congress. 

The Senator attacked what he said 
was the Democratic record on farm 
relief. He asserted that the emer- 
gency tariff act passed by a Republi- 
can Congress in 1921 would have 
done much to alleviate the condition 
of the farmers had it not been vetoed 
by President Wilson. 

Mr. Curtis urged a protective tariff 
eon all agricultural products. suffi- 
ciently high to enable ‘“‘American 
farmers to produce everything need- 
ed by the American market’’ and 
cited figures to show large importa- 
tions of farm products from Canada 
and clsewhere under the Underwood 
tarifi law. :

oes Gubernatorial Aspirants. 


Senator Curtis held. conferences 
this morning with two of the leading 
Republican aspirants for the ‘Guber- 
natorial nomination and was equally 
cordial to both. It was said that he 
has no intention of deviating from 
his rule of not taking part in the 
State contests during the campaign. 

State Attorney General Albert’ Ot- 
tinger met Senator Curtis upon the 
latter’s arrival from'New York last 
night and again went over the situa- 


tion with him this morning before 
starting for Rochester to attend the 
conference of the State branch of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

United ‘States Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle of New York. arrived here 
early today en route to his Summer 
home at: Lake George. He was clos- 
eted with Senator Curtis at the On- 
ondaga Hotel during the afternoon. 
At the close of the interview Mr. 
Tuttle said he had no comment to 
make and that he had: been ‘‘too 
busy’ with the duties of his office 
to devote much time to politics. 

Other Republicans who greeted 
Senator Curtis were Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur S. Tompkins: of 
Nyack, who is spoken of as a pos- 
sible candidate for the United States 
Senate; Senator John Knight, Ma- 
a Leader at Albany; eodore

A detachment of the 240 
State troopers on duty at the fair 
grounds saluted Senator Curtis as he 
entered. and escorted .him until he 
left: They were under the command 
of Major John Adams Warner, Gov- 
ernor Smith’s son-in-law, whose 
courtesy was marked. 

It was estimated.that 25,000:in dif- 
ferent parts of the grounds listened 
to the Senator by means of loud- 
mpensern connected with © michro- 
phones on the stand. <A crowd of 
about 3,000 stood in.the blazing heat 
in front of the platform oa | the 
forty-five minutes of. his address. 
The mercury was well above the 90 
mark, the humidity was intense, and 
four persons were overcome and sent 
to hospitals.

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Philadelphia Bootleggers Put $10,000,000 
In Leading Banks of City in the Past Year

PHILADELPHIA, ‘Aug: 28:—Using 
fifteen fictitious names, the Phila- 
delphia bootleg ring has deposited 
more than $10,000,000 in local banks 
and trust companies in the last 
twelve months, according to District 
Attorney John Monaghan, who said 
today that détails of the new revela- 
tions would be given to the Grand 
Jury which is now delving into gang 
and bootlegging activities. 

Existence of this fortune, made 
through beer and liquor running un- 
der the protection of revolvers and 
sawed-off shotguns, has become 
known to, the authorities since the 
opening of the Grand Jury’ investi- 
gation. The money is said to be de- 
posited in nearly twenty institutions, 
the majority. of them legitimate 
financial houses. Some of it also is 
in repositories which, the investiga- 
tors are convinced, have been es- 
pecially formed. 

The bootleg syndicate, in banking 
the money, took every precaution

against having it linked up wi 
liquor running operations. The taint 
of illegal dealing was removed as far 
as possible. 

Every name attached to every ac- 
count that came under suspicion was 
found to be: fictitious. 

One individual who deposited more 
than $10,000 in a lump sum lived in 
a vacant lot, if the address he gave 
the bank is correct. The holder of 
an account of nearly $500,000 gave 
his address as a stable. The resi- 
dences given by two or three are 
cemeteries.. Factories and loft. build- 
ings are the ‘“‘homes’’ of others. 
None of the. heavy depositors is list- 
ed in the telephone. or. city direc- 
tories. 

Descriptions of them, however, are 
available from paying tellers and 
bankers, and their real identity is 


coming out.. Their real names are 
those of men who have been con- 
nected in adage run circles’? with 
the inner ring of bootlegging in this 
section.

AT DINNER TO ENVOYS 


French Police End Scene at the 
Gate of President’s Chateau 
as He Dines Kellogg. 


ALL ARE RELEASED LATER 


Led by Doris Stevens, They 
Tried to Enter to Present Plea 
for Equal Rights Treaty.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—The closing cere: 
monies. attendant upon the’ signing 
of the treaty for the renunciation of 
war were unexpectedly enlivened to- 
day when militant American seekers 
of equal rights for all the women of 
the world, accompanied by a group of 
Freneh, German, British and Italian 
suffrage leaders, attempted to carry 
out a well-organized “‘advance” upon 
Chateau Rambouillet, where Presi- 
dent Doumergue of the French Re- 
public was entertaining at luncheon 
the plenipotentiaries’ of the fifteen 
nations who yesterday affixed their 
signatures to the compact. 


Having failed to obtain a joint 
hearing of the assembled statesmen 
so. that they might present to the 
officials copies of a draft treaty 
granting equal rights to women in 
each of the signatory countries, the 
Committee on International Action 
of the National Woman’s Party of 
the United States moved on to the 
President’s country home armed with 
a personal appeal to M. Doumergue. 

The oup of ten women, led by 
Doris Stevens, former wife of Dudley 
Field Malone, and Mrs. Loring 
Pickering, wife of a New York news- 
paper man, approached the massive 
iron gates just as the delegates were 
sitting down to the State luncheon. 


Letter Thrown to Ground. 


‘We would like to see the Presi- 
dent,’’ explained Miss Stevens to the 
formidable police force, and produced 
the following letter addressed to 
M. Doumergue: i 


“Not yet having received a reply 
to our request to M. Briand for an 
audience with the plenipotentiaries 
who are your guests today, the Wo- 
men’s Committee on International 
Action has sent us to Rambouillet to 
ask a brief hearing now. We are 
at the gate. We ask ten minutes.”’ 

Without ceremony the Paris police 
official who was in charge took the 
letter and threw it on, the ground, 
at the same time urging the women 
in no uncertain terms to ‘‘be off to 
Paris.”* 

The women, however, were not to 
be so easily discouraged and, pro- 
ducing a copy, tried to enlist the aid 
of the concierge.of the chateau. 
Aroused by these tactics the police 
official, with the aid of several 

endarmes, took Miss Stevens, Mrs. 

ickering, one French and one Brit- 
ish member of the committee and 
escorted them to the police station 
with a large crowd of townspeople 
and newspaper men following closely 


Immediate Release Ordered. 


When informed of the incident the 
President expressed the wish that 


the women be released immediately. 

By this time the militant charac- 
teristics of the committee had been 
thoroughly aroused, and when_ the 
police officials offered to release 
them on.condition that they leave at 
once for Paris they flatly refused 
and said they would rather remain 
in custody. 

Not having had previous experience 
with determined suffragettes, the 
French police were at a loss to know 
how to proceed. Nevertheless they 
rounded up the remaining members 
of the committee, who had continued 
to stand outside the chateau gates 
and held the entire party until 4 
o’clock, one hour after the last dele- 
gate had left for Paris. -

Reynolds offered the services of 
pilots and planes from Mitchel Field. 


Weather Hampers Search. 


But as reports began to come in of 
thick weather and .low ceilings over 
much cf the region between New 
York and Buffalo it was decided 
that a search from the air would be 
impractical and only one plane went 
out from Curtiss Field. 

Captain Fred Becker, instructor 
under Merrill ‘and a close personal 
friend, tried’ to pierce the clouds 
over the hills of Northern New Jer- 
sey and Southern New York, but 
after an hour’s futile flying returned. 
C. S. (Casey) Jones, President of the 
Curtiss Flying Service, and Frank H:

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28. — The 
United States Government has sent 
a note to forty-eight nations inviting 
their adherence to the “general pact 
for the renunciation of war,’’ which 
was signed at Paris yesterday, and a 
similar invitation was yesterday ex- 
tended by France to Russia, with 
which Government the United States 
has no diplomatic relations. 

This world-wide move to link up 
all countries in the treaty was in 
compliance with the hope expressed 
in the preamble to that instrument— 
that every nation in the world be 
joined in the peace movement. Sevy- 
eral nations. already have signified 
their desire to participate. 

‘Fhe note of invitation, which was 
delivered through the American mis- 
sions in. the respective countries 
under yesterday’s date, has gone to 
every Government with which this 
country has diplomatic relations. Am- 
bassador Herrick at Paris: delivered 
the note to the Minister from Af- 
ghanistan, since this Government has 
no Minister to Afghanistan, although 
on ffiendly relations with,-that 
country. epee: 

‘The countries omitted—besides Rus- 
sia—are San Marino and Monaeco, 
with which the United States has 
only consular relations, and Andorra, 
with which it has no: official rela- 
tions.

POWERS PUT IN TWO CAMPS 


War Victors Want Present Political 
Boundaries to Stand, While 
Others Would Change Them.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—Now that the 
Pact of Paris has been signed by 
fifteen nations and that other na- 
tions are receiving invitations today 
to adhere, one may examine the pos- 
sibilities of the practical diplomatic 
effect of the treaty for renunciation 
of war. For whether as a result of 
the Pact of Paris international 
diplomacy will be on a higher moral 
plane, it remains true that every-day 
diplomacy is more or less a practical 
business, and especially so in Europe. 

That being so, it may be asked 
what will be the practical diplomatic 
effect of the Briand-Kellogg treaty. 

Now it stands to reason that a 
treaty aimed at preventing all fu- 
ture wars constitutes in effect joint 
intimidation directed against those 
who would disturb. the political 
status quo. This is true because the 


only known way for changing the 
political status quo is by war. Pre- 
vent wars and you tend to prevent 
changes in the political status quo. 
The same thing that is sought di- 
rectly in Article 10. of the League of 
Nations Covenant comes indirectly 
from successful operation of 
Pact of Paris. 


Nations Divided Into Two Classes. 


With respect to the principal na- 
tions of the world they may be said 
to be divided into two parts—those 
victorious in the World War who 
wish to preserve the status quo and 
those unsuccessful in the World War 
who would change the status quo. 
In the former class we find England 
and France and in the latter class 
Germany, Hungary and Bulgaria. 
To the first class we may add Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia and 
to the second class Austria, and for 
special reasons Italy. 

Class 1 wishes things to stay as 
they are so far as political boundaries 
g0, while the second class would for 
various reasons change the political 
boundaries. Idealists may hold that 
in historical evolution we may come 
to the day when a nation will con- 
sent to peaceable changes in its 
frontiers, but we are not there yet. 
And if one accepts that only war can 
change the political status quo then 
it appears that the practical diplo- 
matic effect of the Briand-Kellogg 
treaty is to help the political inter- 
ests of England and nee as 
po cae those of Germany, Italy and 
other countries who are not satisfied 
with their existing frontiers. 

It appears true, of course, that 
from e practical point of view 
American interests are also furthered 
by preservation of the status quo, 
which in all likelihood cannot be dis- 
turbed except by war. Our greatest 
foreign interest lies in our commer- 
por sre financial interests st 
and na gg 3 means prospe 
for those erests, just as war 
threatened them with > 

It is interesting to compare with 
this theory of the preservation of 
the status quo that other theory 
that all history records evolution, 
and evolution means repeated 
changes in the status quo, political 
ahd otherwise. Whatever theory be 
the true one it does seem that Amer- 
ica’s share in the anti-war pact the 
success of which depends on pre- 
servation of the political status quo 
in| the world, will inevitably call for 
display of larger American interest 
in‘ what goes on in the world of a 
nature to threaten the status quo.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—Russia is likely 
soon to adhere to the Kellogg pact de- 
spite the earlier distrust expressed 
through the Isvestia, official organ 
of the Soviet Foreign Office, for 
two reasons—first on account of 
America and second in order to make 
reserving interpretations analagous 
to those of Britain and France. 

Just how far Soviet adhesion to 
this American pact and the deposit- 
ing of the Soviet signature in the 
Washington archives can be inter 
preted as recognition that the Soviet 
Union officially exists is a matter for 
international jurists. But that it 
seems to the Russians to open a door 
hitherto firmly shut in their faces 
can hardly be denied. What is more, 
this occurs at the psychological mo- 
ment when the Soviet is inclined to 


look westward after its-failure in 
China. 


Oscillation of Russian Policy. 


For the past hundred years it has 
been the rule that Russian policy has 


oscillated in Eastern or Western 
swings and the Soviet cannot esca 
that rule. But now English hostili 
seems to bar the road to Europes. 
new Russo-German rapprochement 
is probable enough, but Germany is 
not enough for Russia. The United 
States on the other hand has exactly 
what Russia needs—technique and 
money. Despite formal dislike of 
America as an arch-capitalist State, 
the Russians admire enormously 
American ‘methods of efficiency and 
prosperity and would welcome an op- 
portunity to enlist American aid in 
the development of their backward 
but potentially unlimited country. 

Soviet politicians have repeatedly 
informed THz New York TIMss cor- 
respondent that they feel sure of 
reaching a satisfactory agreement 
about debt settlements and other 
claims with America if once contact 
could be established. Toward that 
one they see the Kellogg pact as a 
step. 

To make reserving interpretations 
is at once a sop to Russian pride, 
slightly wounded by failure to sign 
the pact as an original signatory, 
and an opportunity to raise certain 
delicate points—from Nicaragua to 
the northwest frontter of British 
India. It is this, perhaps, no less 
than the economic urge for contact 
with the United States which explains 
the change in the Soviet attitude 
toward the pact. 

Politically speaking, Moscow sees 
Mr. Kellogg as an angel descending 
upon the pool of Bethesda to trouble 
the waters—beneficently, no doubt. 
And fishing in troubled water is one 

Moscow likes. 





Russia to Make Reservations.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—Simultaneously 
with the delivery of the French in- 
vitation to Russia to adhere to the 
Kellogg treaty, Russian Embassy of- 
ficials here, who have been following 
the treaty ‘negotiations with the 
greatest interest, say Russia prob- 
ably will adhere, but with reserva- 
tions. These reservations will touch 
disarmament, the Monroe Doctrine 
and the recently proclaimed British 
Monroe Doctrine regarding ‘‘certain 
vital regions,’? namely, Suez, India 
and Singapore. 

Although the Russians ize that

Finds God Not Mentioned. 


Osservatore laments the fact, how- 
ever, that Mr. Kellogg did not follow 
the example of Pope Benedict XV in 
his famous note of Aug. 1, 1917, to 
the heads of all belligerent States, 
“consecrating the ideal of peace to 
the Divine Redeemer, to the Prince 
of Peace.’’ 

As a result of this omission “God 
has not crossed the threshold of what 
should be the temple of faith. Sig- 
nature of the pact might have been 
a celebration of a divine rite, but in- 
stead it was merely the glorification 
of a diplomatic act. The pact, which 
should have been invoked with God 
and in His name, has been invoked 
only by men. Man is the master of 
both peace and war.

GENEVA, Aug. 28 (4).—The es-

he budget of the National Demo- 
cratic Committee, Mr. Raskob said, 
called for $4,000,000 to be raised and 
spent on the Presidential campaign. 
This was an increase of $1,060,060 
over the budget announced in New 
York on July 26, he said. 

“The Republicans have set their 
goal as from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000, 
but I have information that it is be- 
tween $6,000,000 and $8,000,900,’’ Mr. 
Raskob said. 

Turning to farm relief, the National 
Chairman said the East “‘has never 
understood the farm problem.’’ 

“T have never met a man, includ- 
ing myself, who understood the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill,’’ he said. ‘‘Gov- 
ernor Smith has arranged for a sur- 
vey of the situation by a capable 
economist, and, if elected, he will 
be able to’ recommend an agricul- 
tural program which will win the 
support of the East and the applause 
of the West.”’ 

Mr. Raskob and his party along 
with other Democrats, will depart 
tomorrow night for Hot Springs, 
Ark., to attend the notification cere- 
monies for Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son, the Vice Presidential candidate. 


Study Middle West Situation. 


Chairman Raskob and _ Senator 
Peter G. Gerry of Rhode Island, 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, heard about and studied cam- 
paign situations in eight Middle 
Western States in a series of con- 
ferences arranged by Senator Harry 
B. Hawes, Chairman of the Central 
Regional Division of the National 
Committee. 

Throughout the day Mr. Raskob 
and others admitted to the closed 
sessions received the reports of or- 
ganization leaders of Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Iowa, Kensas, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa, Kentucky and Tennessee. The 
aggregate attendance was about 100. 

enerally the reports were encour- 
aging but the leaders also told of the 
obstacles which the Democrats must 
overcome and among fthese were 
apathy, religious intolerance, prohi- 
bition, the equalization fee in pro- 
posed farm relief legislation and 
Tammany. 

Mr. Raskob, Senator Gerry and 
Senator Hawes laid emphasis on the 
need. for organization for adequate 
financial resources and for impart- 
ing more intimate knowledge of Gov- 
ernor Smith and his achievements as 
Governor of New York to the Middle 
West. 

In Kentucky the religious issue 
was reported as the only disturbing 
factor, but this difficulty was said 
to be clearing up.

During the war the 
farmers were induced to cultivate 
larger tracts of land, to raise more 
cattle and hogs, to increase the pro- 
duction of wheat, corn and other 
crops. Many of them borrowed 
heavily in order to purchase feeders, 
to buy machinery and other neces- 
sities at the higher prices. 

“After the war the prices of agri- 
cultural products dropped precipi- 
tately and in many instances the 
value of the crops raised was less 
than their cost of production, and 
while the farmer was producing and 
selling at greatly reduced prices, and 
in some instances atja loss, the prices 
of the things which the farmer had 
to buy did not drop in proportion to 
the prices of what he had to sell. 
The result was that the farmer was 
harder hit than any other class. 


Emergency Tariff Act Vetoed. 


“The situation was acute and quick 
relief was required. The Republican 
majority in the House and Senate 
realized this fact before the expira- 
tion of President Wilson’s term of 
office and they passed an emer- 


gency tariff act, but this was vetoed 
by President Wilson on March 3, 
1921. The farmers believed that it 
would be of great help to them if the 
War Finance Corporation could be 
authorized to extend credits to them, 
and the Republican Congress passed 
a joint resolution ene the cor- 
seer pa to aid agriculture, but 

esident Wilson vetoed it on Jan. 
8, 1921. : 

‘“‘This measure was passed over his 
veto. When . President Harding 
came into office on March 4, 1921, 
he and the members of the Cabinet 
and Republican members of Con- 
gress realized that early action on 
legislation to relieve the farmers 
should be had, so the Emergency 
Tariff act was ed and signed. 

“In the Senate only seven Demo- 
crats voted to increase the duty on 
wheat from 30 to 40 cents per bushel. 
While thirty-one Republicans voted 
for the increase, only two Republi- 
cans voted against it and twen 
Democrats voted against it. Only 
nine Democrats voted for the final 
passage of the Emergency Tariff act, 
and thirty-four Republicans voted for 
it. Twenty-six Dembcrats and four 
Republicans voted against it.

FIND SMITH ON THE WANE 


President and Secretary of the 
Interior Fish Undisturbed by ~ 
a Torrential Rain.

SUPERIOR, Wis., Aug. 28.—Opti- 
mistic reports on the progress of the 
Hoover campaign were given to Pres- 
ident Coolidge at the executive of- 
fices today by Roy O. West, Secre- 
tary of the Interior; Senator Capper 
of Kansas and former Senator Len- 
root of Wisconsin: Secretary West 
told the President that the Smith 
wave’had reached its crest and was 
now receding. Senator Capper as- 
serted that the Southwest was abso- 
lutely committed to Mr. Hoover, and 
Mr. Lenroot echoed Mr. West’s state- 


ment regarding Governor Smith’s 
strength. 

Secretary West predicted that IIli- 
nois would give Mr. Hoover a tre- 
mendous majority. He said also that 
John J. Raskob, the Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman, was counting chick- 
ens entirely too early in asserting 
that Governor Smith would capture 
309 electoral votes. “Mr. West be- 
lieves that the Smith campaign has 
already reached its zenith, and that 
the Governor’s popularity is on the 
down grade. Senator Lenroot thinks 
the top of the Smith stride was 
‘reached three weeks ago, and that 
there has been a decided recession 
since that time. 

Senator Capper, who motored here 
from a Wisconsin lake seventy-five 
miles away, told the President that 
opposition in the Southwest to Gov- 
ernor Smith’s ‘‘wetness’’ would off- 
set any objection to Mr. Hoover from 
the agrarian sections, if such an ob- 
a existed, which Mr. Capper de- 


Says Dry Sentiment Prevails. 


“The reported agrarian opposition 
to Mr. Hoover is not showing up in 
that section,’ he said to newspaper 
correspondents. ‘‘In the Southwest 
the expected farm revolt against Mr. 


Hoover is not materializing. It is 
not noticeable.. As a matter of fact, 
the farmers are much better pleased 
with Mr. Hoover’s declaration on ag- 
riculture than they are with Gov- 
ernor Smith’s. 

“But the factor which will count 
stronsly is the wet and dry question. 
The Southwest is not for State con- 
trol as advocated by Governor Smith. 
It is for national prohibition and the 
Eighteenth Amendment. 

“Al Smith’s wetness would offset 
any agrarian opposition to Mr. 
Hoover, even if it existed. There 
will not be any serious disaffection 
among the farmers toward the Re- 
publican candidate. Those farmers 
out there are not for Al Smith’ 

The Kansas Senator expressed con- 
fidence that Kansas, Nebraska and 
Okiahoma would go for Mr. Hoover. 
He said he hoped Missouri would 
also, but admitted that a ‘‘real fight’’ 
might ensue there. Wisconsin he 
called the most doubtful State in the 
Union. 

“The Southwest is going strong our 
way,’ he declared. ‘‘Mr.'Hoover has 
made a very favorable impression. 
Kansas will give him 250,000 major- 
ity. He will get the women’s and 
farmer vote. I don’t think he will 
lose any appreciable part of the Re- 
publican farmer vote.’ 


West Fishes With President. 


Secretary West, who: was an over- 
night guest at the White House and 
who left this afternoon for an inspec- 


tion of reclamatiqn projects in the 
West, spent most of his time at the 
lodge fishing and _ trap-shooting 
with the President. The Secretary 
made a ‘‘perfect’’ score by smashing 
one clay pigeon and stopping at 
that. He fished both in the after- 
noon and at night with the President 
yeSterday, enduring a thunderstorm 
in which there was a torrent of rain 
in the evening. The storm, however, 
did not disturb Mr. Coolidge in the 
least. On one of the excursions the 
President caught a four and one- 
half pound rainbow trout, the 
largest he has captured since he 
came here.

TOKIO SEEMS SATISFIED

SHANGHAI, Aug. 28.—A summary 
of the Nationalist Government’s note 
replying to Japan’s refusal to recog- 
nize China’s right to abrogate the 
present. Sino-Japanese commercial 
treaty was issued here this evening, 

Dr. C. T. Wang’s reply is far less 
sternly worded than originally was 
expected, the Foreign Minister’s 
summary at Jeast being a concilia- 
tory document, which, while standing 
on the original condition that the 


treaty must be considered to have 
expired, takes a milder trend than 
previous communications to Tokio on 
the same intricate subject. 

Two essential points are empha- 
sized in the note, namely, that Nan- 
king’s firm contention that Japan 
must, like other powers, agree to 
send delegates forthwith to negotiate 
@ new commercial] treaty, and, sec- 
ondly, that Nanking’s abrogation of 
the present compact and declaration 
of provisional regulations on July 7 
“are not measures discriminatory 
against the Japanese, but promul- 
gated for the maintenance of political 
and commercial relations between 
China and all countries whose 
treaties with China have expired.”’ 


Feel Japan Is Equivocating. 


Japan has frequently declared her 
readiness to negotiate a new treaty, 
pointing out that she has sought to 


do so since the present compact ex- 
pired in the Fall of 1926, but that 
disturbed conditions prevented this. 
The Chinese take the position that 
the Japanese are merely trying to 
balk proceedings by standing on Ar- 
ticle 26 of the old compact, prove 
that if a new treaty were not signet 
within six months of the expiration 
of the present one, the old agreement 
continues in force another ten years. 
This question is delaying the prog- 
ress of the entire proceedings, the 
Japanese demanding that the present 
compact remain in force until a new 
one is signed. 

Nanking’s reply leaves the matter 
virtually where it was when the ex- 
change of notes began. Chinese-Japa- 
nese rélations remain unchanged, 
neither side being willing to budge. 


Seek to Save Trading Points. 


The problem actually is purely 
political, Nanking doubtless being 
willing to permit Japanese to con- 
tinue to live in China and conduct 
their business along the lines of the 


past thirty years. Pending a new 
compact Dr. Wang is merely seeking 
to force action, while, as far as 
Tokio is concerned, Japan is gener- 
ally believed to be ready to negotiate 
another treaty but desires to hold 
this one open as another trading 
point when a _ settlement of the 
numerous Sino-Japanese differences 
eventually is possible. 

Aside from these points China 
again requests Japan to send dele- 
gates empowered to draft a new 
treaty and the reaffirmation of the 
abrogation stand in the text of the 
summarized reply is unimportant. 
Dr, Wang expresses.formal apprecia- 
tion of Japan’s oft-repeated desire to 
open 2 yee and proceeds to 
outline the history of the present 
compact, signed more than thirty 
years ago, delineates the changes in 
China in recent years and defends 
the Nationalist Government’s abro- 
gation stand. 

Recent advices from Tokio indicate 
that Premier Tanaka feels he hag 
already expressed Japan’s attitude, 
sees little new in Dr. Wang’s reply, 
and, unless China seeks to enforce 
the provisional regulations, he is 
willing to await the next move with- 
out acting.

It was not without misgivings that 
officials of Le Bourget heard the 
decision to attempt the flight, for the 
machine of the two young military 
fliers is an exact°counterpart of the 
Bernard monoplane which met with 
near disaster when Captain Coudou- 
ret and his companions tried to take 
off last Saturday. 

In that attempt the plane proved 
too heavy. and the aviators narrowly 
escaped death five times when their 
overladen plane missed by inches be- 
ing wrecked, first by a stream bed, 
then by treetops, then ‘houses and 
twice by telephone and high tension 
wires, which form the greatest haz- 
ards * the flying fields they sur- 
round. 


Field Unfortunately Oriented. 


Another great disadvantage of Le 
Bourget Field for a transatlantic 
departure is the fact that it is so 
oriented that favorable southwest or 
southeasterly winds over the Atlantic 
are tail winds at the departure and 
might seriously impair a plane’s lift- 
ing power at the moment of take- 


off, when the plane is carrying a tre- 
menous load. j 

But youth is a’ factor for which 
the danger of such obstacles has no 
terrors, and Assolant and Lefevre, 
both under 25 years of age, declared 
they had thorough confidence that 
their ‘‘Yellow Canary’’ would suc- 
ceed where the giant red Couduret 
Plane had failed. 

The two young military airmen 
make a -formidable team, as their 
flying records show. Assolant was 
born in 1904, is a graduate of mer- 
chant marine schools at Le Havre 
and Dieppe and entered the aviation 
service as navigator in 1923, taking 
a pilot’s license after a year in the 
air schools at Istres. He was as- 
signed to the Thirty-second Avia- 
tion regiment at Dijon and afterward 
to the Thirty-fourth at Le Bourget, 
where he distinguished himself as a 
pilot under the direction of Com- 
mandants d’Harcourt and Pinsard. 


Won Honors in Morocco. 

Assolant, toward the end of 1925, 
went to Morocco and took part with 
the Meknes squadron in the Riff 
campaign against Abd-el-Krim. He 
was twice cited in orders for bravery. 
Returning to France he gained con- 
siderable experience in distance fly- 
ing when he accompanied Comman- 
dant Pierre Weiss first in a tour of 
France, then on a long flight, vis- 
iting all the Eastern European 
capitals. 

Last year Assolant was selected as 
a member of the crew of the big 
bimotored plane which, under the 
command of Lieut. Col. Antoinat, 
attempted a  Paris-to-Indo-China- 


‘flight, but. after being damaged in 


a terrific storm over the Mediter- 
ranean, was wrecked in Syria. Asso- 
lant recently received one of the 
most prized French military decora- 
tions, that of the Military Medal. 

Only a year older, Assolant’s com- 
panion, Lefevre, is noted as one of 
the most experienced night pilots in 
France. He is a former athlete of 
considerable reputation, having held 
French records for the 800 and 1,500 
meter runs. He began his career in 
aviation in 1923, with the Thirty- 
fourth Regiment at Le Bourget, ex- 
eelling in navigation and in night 
flying from the first, 


Plane Lacks Radio. 


One of Lefevre’s first accomplish- 
ments was a fight to Marseilles and 
return in one night, after twenty 
hours flying. Last year, with Lieu- 
tenant de Vitrolles, he served as 
navigator on a long tour of North 
Africa, which ended with a break- 
down in Spain when the itinerary 
was almost completed. 

Vitrolles: last. year Lefevre 
made preparations for a transatlan- 
tic flight and was algo, with Asso- 
lant, a member of the Indo-China 
flight crew:

LONDON, Aug. 28.—One difficulty 
after another is rearing up its head 
to delay tHe transatlantic flight 
which Charles A. Levine and Miss 
Mabel Boll, piloted by Bert Acosta, 
intend to attempt in their new 
Junkers monoplane. 

The Air Ministry’s demand that 
Levine take out $250,000 third party 
risk policy will apparently not prove 
an insuperable difficulty. Levine 
told the Air Ministry authorities 
today that ample financial provisions 
had been made in case of disaster to 
the plane resulting in the loss of its 
occupants, | 

All that he will now be required to 
do apparently is to insure against 
damage to the lives and property of 
other people in his take-off, and this 
can be done for a low premium.

Have Courts Settle Disputes and 
All Turn on Warring Nation.

BERLIN, Aug. 28.—The twénty- 
fifth meeting of the interparliamen- 
tary union, at which thirty-seven na- 
tions were represented, closed today 
after five days’ debate and more than 
one hundred speeches. 

All the world’s ills and problems 
were discussed in addition ‘to the 
question of increasing the scope and 
power of the parliamentary system 
throughout all lands. 

Today the rights and duties of 
States was debated by twenty-two 
speakers. One of the delegates ex- 
plained after the closing that it is 
the belief of the union that if ques- 
tions of peace and parliaments are 
talked about sufficiently and with 
earnestness, thesuccess of the plan 
will follow. 

The final resolution adopted amon, 
other things suggests that dispute 
between countries must be settled by 
courts and every nation must abide 
loyally by the decisions as rendered 
and no State has the right to take 
arms in self defense and should one 
power so far forget its obligations 
as to take to arms, all other powers 
must join together:to suppress the 
malefactor. 

Herr Schucking of Germany, Chair- 
man of the session, expressed the 
belief that if these formulas failed 
to prevent a conflict then the Kellogg 
pact would also be powerless to pre- 
vent war.

Words on Library Facade. 








BLAMES “FALSE APOSTLES” 





Pacifists Cannot Change His Plans, 
He Declares, Because Patriots 
Will. Interfere, 





Whitney Warren, American archi- 
tect and designer of the Louvain 
Library, arrived yesterday on the 
French liner Paris. In a written 
statement which he read to reporters 
at Quarantine he defended vigorously 
his fight to maintain unchanged the 
original Latin inscription on the 
facade, which said that the library 
had been ‘‘destroyed by Teutonic 
fury and restored by the gift of 
America.’? His statement said: 

“‘As regards the controversy over 
the inscription, it was a spiritual 
message which was to be carried to 


the world by means of this symbolic 
monument, namely, that the wanton 
destruction as practiced by the Ger- 
mans in the peaceable town of Lou- 
vain, ‘even in the time of war, will 
not be tolerated by civilized people. 

“The inscription was given to me 
by Belgians and.approved by the 
great Cardinal Mercier. I had noth- 
ing to do with its composition, but I 
do not propose that, having waited 
until after his death, it shall be 
changed by those false apostles, the 
pacifists, backed by other interested 
sources. 

*‘The inscription, so far as Teutonic 
madness is concerned, is an apolo 
‘when one thinks of what actually 
happened in Louvain. And so far as 
the second part, relating to an Amer- 
ican gift, is concerned, it is historical 
and has nothing to do with gen- 
erosity, as is so often quoted and 
which gives the wrong impression. 

“The library is a gift to Cardinal 
Mercier by the American people and 
not to the university, but by which 
the university is profiting. The Bel- 
gian people want the inscription. It 
is an expression of their conscience, 
their right, and of what really hap- 
pened. Should anything else be put 
up it will be destroyed, as the last 


one was, by one or many Belgian |: 


patriots. 

“IT am bringing a suit against the 
university to protect my artist rights 
as to the entire conception of the 
building and as approved by his 
Eminence the Cardinal. This is in 
line with the convention of Berne 
held in 1886 and as revised in Rome 
on June 2 of this year. 

“I feel confident of winning and in 
so doing will at least have done a 
service to my profession, whose 
members are often treated as mere 
materialists, not artists. In my pro- 
fession I have great pride, and if I 
succeed in establishing this, their 
right, I shall feel greatly pleased.’’. 


BRITISH LIBERALS NAME 
PLANKS FOR ELECTION 


Condemn Baldwin for Increasing 
Military Expenditures and 
Undermining Free Trade. 











LONDON, Aug. 28 (Canadian 
Press).—The executive of the Nation- 
al Liberal Federation will submit to 
the annual meeting of the party at 
Great Yarmouth on Oct. 11 and 12 
a number of resolutions covering al- 
most the whole range of national af- 
fairs. The first condemns the record 
of the Government, which it accuses 
of being the only Government in 
Europe that has increased its post- 
war military expenditure, of making 
numerous inroads on the system of 
free trade and of failing to reduce 
the volume of unemployment.

+MEXICO CITY, Aug. 28.—Eduardo 
Villasenor, the Mexican writer and 
economist, has considerable criti- 
cism to offer in the columns of El 
Universal regarding-the secrecy with 
which he finds Mexico’s affairs 
treated by the international commit- 

_tee of bankers, and especially re- 
garding its procedufe ‘since the re- 
turn to New York of the financial 
experts it sent to Mexico to obtain 
full information to enable a new in- 
ternational agreement to be reached. 

The question, which is of-*para- 
mount importance in Mexican inter- 
national relations not only with the 
United States but with other nations 
whose nationals” by the “hundreds 
hold some of the host of Mexican 
securities, must be faced in the near 
future, he says. 

Sefior Villasenor asserts that the 
experts have completed their: report 
since last May and that copies of. it 
have been distributed among -the 
‘inside’ group of bankers through- 
out the United States. His complaint 
is that locally nothing can be 
' ‘learned regarding what the interna- 
tional bankers consider is Mexico’s 
maximum economic and financial 
capacity and what may likely be 
their proposals when the time comes 
for closing of a new compact. He 
considers it irregular in the extreme 
to place in the hands of foreigners 
“our best information on the eco- 
NMomic and _ financial condition of 
Mexico and deny the same to Mexi- 
cans, who have a supreme interest 
in the future of their country.”’ 


Article Arouses Much Comment. 


Senor Villasencr’s observations, 
which are the sole topic of comment 
this morning in financial circles 
here. are substantially as follows: 

“Almost a year ago a group of 
economists from the United States 
Were among us, proposing to collect 
every class of inforrm2tion relative 

economic conditions in the repub- 
lic and the finances of the Calles 
Government. 

“The purpose of such information 
was to enable the experts to form a 
clear idea of the situation and pre- 
sent their conclusions to the commit- 
tee of benkers whese intcrest it was 
to know et first hand tho extent of 
Mexican resourecs 2rd the possibil- 
ity of the renewel of tne payment of 
mteresS on foreiz1 indebdtedness. 
The Mexican Government had giv- 
en the bankers to understand that it 
wes unzble ty continue foreign in- 
tcrest payments, due to the fact that 
general conditions prevailing in the 
country were critical. From _ this 
came the immediate necessity on the 
part of the benkers to confirm such 
a state of affairs and to learn the 
sources of Mexican riches and their 
real capacity, and to study the means 
of raising revenue and other infor- 
mation. 

“Without loss of time the commit- 
tee of bankers named their men and 
sent them South. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment willingly gave all informa- 
tion in its power, fneluding succinct 
details of its public works program, 
including irrigation works, road con- 
struction and railway data; in fact, 
a full story of all Governmental or- 
ganizations with an explanation of 
the social benefits expected from the 
Calies program. 


Expects ‘‘Excessive Measures.”* 


“With their bags full of valuable 
details; the special financial envoys 
returned to New York where for 
some ‘months they worked on the for- 


.mation of their report. Finally they 
rendered it to headquarters. That 
report was published in May and dis- 
tributed, with a certain reserve, to 
bankers in the United States.

Nitrogen Used in Canning of Jersey Peaches; 
Experts at First Commercial Trial of Method 





HAMMONTON, N..J., Aug. 28.—In 
the presence. of members of: the. 
Franklin Institute, a committee of 
South Jersey citizens appointed by 
the Hammonton Chamber of Com- 
merce, horticulturists, canning con- 
cern representatives and others, the 
first attempt to use nitrogen com- 
mercially in~ the preservation of 
peaches was made here today.

ATTACKS JERSEY TUBE FARE 


Lawyer Demands Reduction of Rate 
/ at City Commission Meeting. 


James J. Carroll, an attorney rep- 
resenting a group of taxpayers, 
urged the Jersey City Commission 
yesterday to reopen its fight to force 
the Hudson & Manhattan Railroad 
to lower tube fares between Jersey 
City and Manhattan. 

Mr. Carroll declared that the rail- 
road should be compelled to lower its 
uptown fares from ten to six cents 
and its fares to Hudson Terminal 
from six to five cents.

Report Plane Landing. |

of Curtiss Field, who himself has 
sent out so many relief expeditions, 
is now in serious trouble and in need 
of aid. Students who have listened 
to his lectures, pilots who learned 
their first flying under him, and 
aviators who have flown with him 
for years agreed yesterday that he 
could scent trouble before it came 
and that he always had an emer- 
gency landing field in mind wher- 
ever he flew. 

‘Late yesterday Port Jervis reported 
that a Falcon had been seen flying 
over the town in the direction of 
New York just after the army planes 
left but pilots here were inclined to 
believe that one of the army officers 
was seen as he circled the town be- 
fore getting his bearings for Mitchel 
Field. : 

Plans arranged over the telephone 
yesterday between the Curtiss offices 
here and C. Roy Keys, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Curtiss Aeroplane and 
Motor Company in charge at the 
Buffalo plant called for search of 
the country between Buffalo and 
Ithaca by planes from the Buffalo 
airport. The ships under the com- 
mand of Casey Jones will spread out 
fanwise over New Jersey, Northern 
Pennsylvania and New York be- 
tween here and Ithaca.

“ARMS DISCUSSION 


Litvinoff Wires Geneva Body 
Attempts to Control Manu- 
facture Are Useless. 


SOVIET PLAN WAS REJECTED 


United States and Canada Demand 
Fullest Publicity of Output 
by All Countries. 


GENEVA, Aug. 28 ).—With Soviet 
Russia telling the League of Nations 
that attempts to control the manu- 
facture of arms are useless, the Ad- 
visory Commission, which is trying 
to draft a convention on this subject. 
struggled unsuccessfully today to 
reach an accord on the text. The 
meeting finally adjourned without 
an agreement being reached. 

While the proceedings were under 
way a telegram from Maxim. Litvi- 
noff, Assistant Soviet Commissioner 
for Foreign Affairs, arrived and was 
read at the meeting. The message 
announced that Russia had declined 
to participate with the commission 
because she was convinced that no 
good could be achieved there, ex- 
plaining that this was. so because 
the general League Disarmament 
Commission had rejected the Soviet 
plan of total disarmament. 

The United States and Canada 
strove together today to secure the 
widest kind of publicity. concerning 
the manufacture of armaments. 

Their representatives, Ambassador 
Hugh Wilson for the United States 
and Dr. W. A. Riddell for Canada, 
voiced their disapproval of a draft 
project reported to the commission 
which is trying to frame a conven- 
tion for the control and manufacture 
of arms, on-the ground that it did 
not go far enough. : 

Both delegates favored giving the 
same publicity to arms manufactured 
by Governments as to arms made in 
private factories. 

Dr. Riddell declared that countries 
depending largely on private manu- 
facture should not be expected to 
furnish statistics if countries depend- 
ing upon Governmental manufacture 
were permitted to withhold such 
figures. . 

Mr. Wilson said that-he had grave 
doubts whether the American Gov- 
ernment would accept the publicity 
portion as framed. He ‘said he 
thought the Government might deem 
it a retrogression rather than. a step 
in advance. 

The draft provision will be sent to 
the Council of the League with res- 
ervations attached, and the Council 
and the Assembly must decide 
whether with the project subject to 
differences of opinion it is feasible: to 
convoke an international conference 
for its discussion.

The expedition, which consisted of 
four De viland airplanes equipped 
with the 400-horsepower Liberty mo- 
tor, equipment whichis now. consid- 
ered obsolete, started on July 15, 
1920, at noon, from Mitchel Field, 
N. Y. More than half the distance 
covered lay over mountainous and 
sparsely settled country, of which 
Maps were incomplete and inac- 
curate.

‘BYRD HOP’ DIVIDES 
DANCING TEACHERS 


American Society in Turmoil 
Over Airplane Hesitation 
for the Ballroom. 


INVENTED BY NEW YORKER 


Rhythm Is Intended. to Depict the 
Take-Off, Flight and Landing 
of,an Airship. 


Demonstration of a new dance 
step called the Byrd Hop by its orig- 
inator, in honor of Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd; threw the convention 
of the American Society of Teachers 


of Dancing, which is celebrating its, 


golden jubilee at the Waldorf, into 
turmoil yesterday. 

The society, which numbers‘in its 
membership some of the test known 
dancing masters in the world, is 
the oldest and most conservative 
organization of the kind. It has 
steadfastly refused to accept such 


dances as the Charleston and the 
Black Bottom. So when Adolph New- 
berger, a New York dancing instruc- 
tor for forty-eight years, declared 
that he would digress from the an- 
nounced program of the society to 
present to its members a new rhythm 
which the exploits of Commander 
Byrd had inspired him to invent 
there was immediate division . of 
the society into strongly differing 
groups. 

Over the protests of the most con- 
servative and traditional group, 
headed by Mrs. Rosetta O’Neill, 
President of the society, Mr. New- 
berger showed the new dance step, 
performed in a modified hesitation 
waltz time. The dance itself is in- 
tended to picture the take-off, flight 
and final landing of a plane, in so 
far as it can be pictured by a.dance 
rhythm on a ballroom floor. It 
starts with a series of short, rapid 
steps denoting ‘‘the hop.’’ Then fol- 
lows a period of steady, even dancing 
punctuated with an occasional kick— 
‘the flight of the plane.’’ The Gance 
closes with the couple spiraling about 
the floor rapidly, then more slowly, 
and finally stopping as the “‘plane 
lands.”’ 

Mrs. O’Neill, as soon as the dem- 
onstration had closed, immediately 
banned all reporters and photogra- 
phers and called a meeting of the 
delegates on the ballroom floor. The 
Byrd Hop was objectionable, she 
said, because it clashed with the clas- 
sical tastes of the society and tended 
to attract ‘‘cheap publicity.”’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—A short- 
age of commissioned air pilots in 
the navy is causing the Navy De- 
partment to muster all physically 
eligible Naval Academy graduates to 
ascertain their physical fitness as 
pilots. 

The department today, in a general 
order to all ships and stations, re- 
quested that members of the graduat- 
ing class of 1925 who failed to ap- 
pear for the aviation examination 
immediately submit to the test. 
These men, having served two years 
at sea, now are eligible for aviation 
duty under the regulations. 

Duty as a pilot will not be manda- 
tory upon those passing the physical 
examination, but the navy is desir- 


ous of stimulating interest in avia- 
tion and also to ascertain the num- 
ber of commissioned officers physi- 
cally eligible for such duty. Several 
times in the past Secretary Wilbur 
has issued orders and circulars par- 
ticularly commending officers who 
undergo aviation training, regardless 
of whether they became pilots.

Calvao Hopes to Find Traces of 
Prehistoric Asiatics on Vast 
Central Plateau. 


WiLL MAP RUBBER TRACTS 


Expedition to Leave in October for 
Source of Aripuana River With 
Radio for Daily Use. 


Evidences of a prehistoric coloniza- 
tion of Brazil by races from Asia 
Minor will be sought by an expedition 
into the unexplored central plateau 
regions of that country to start in 
October under the leadership of J. 
Tozzi Calvao, Brazilian engineer, Mr. 
Calvao announced yesterday. The 
enterprise will be known as the 
American-Brazilian Scientific Expe- 
dition. 

Mr. Calvao, who has devoted him- 
self to explorations in interior Brazil 
for the past sixteen years, will sur- 
vey the upper reaches of the Aripu- 
ana River, which parallels and is 
eventually joined by the river dis- 
covered by Roosevelt on his expsdi- 
tion. No civilized man has penetra- 
ted beyond the falls, 300 feet high, 
200 miles up from the mouth of the 
stream. Below the falls rubber is 
gathered. 
stream stretches back 650 miles from 
the falls to the headwaters scme- 
where in the central plateau. 


Hopes to Find Rubber Country. 


In addition to obtaining archacologi-| 


cal and geographical data, the expe- 
dition wills-have economic objectives. 
Rubber men who have explored the 
territory below the falls estimate 
that an annual potential capacity of 
1,000,000 kilos of rubber a year is 
hidden in the unexplored territory, 
which is also-rich in vegetable oils 
and nuts. 

Mr. Caivao will conduct the. expe- 
dition under an arrangement with 
General Candido M. Rondon, chief 
of the Government telegraph lines 
in Brazil, whose department handles 
all official Government exploratory 
work. Two Brazilian'army engineers 
will be members of the pexty, “whose 
five or six other members will be 
recruited here. The equipment will 
include a portable short-wave radio 
transmitting set, and a fadio opera- 
tor will be included in the expedi- 
tion. Mr. Calvao said that scientific 


members of the party probably would | 


be recruited from museums and in- 
stitutes here, 

The party will have regular means 
of travel by rail and river steamer 
on the Paraguay River as far as Sao 
Luiz de Caceres. From there pack 
oxen will be sent ahead by land, while 
the men of the expedition continue 
up the Sepotuba River in small boats 
as far as they can navigate. Travel 
for 600 miles over the central plateau 
will consume the greater. part. of De- 
cember and January, and by the end 
of the latter month Mr. Calvao hopes 
they will reach the headwaters oi the 
Aripuana. 

The party will travel slowly down 
the stream, surveying the land, not- 
ing the plant life and the Indian 
tribes, searching for archaeological

Mr. Calvao bases his hopes of dis- 


tion of the territory on his discov- 
eries on previous ‘explorations along 


the Urubu River and'along the river 
traversed by, Roosevelt. He said that 
he and Professor Bernadino Ramos 
of Manaos had found inscriptions 
along both streams which had proved 
to be Assyrian, and had. been suc- 
cessfully deciphered. He is confident 
that similar inscriptions, confirming 
his earlier finds, may await him 
‘along the Aripuana. 

The. expedition will end when the 
party comes out on the Madeira at 
the mouth of the Aripuana. The 
members of the party from this coun- 
try probably will return here at once, 
arriving. late in June. Mr. Calvao 
said he planned to carry on further 
searches along the Urubu for two 
months longer and probably would 
not return to Rio de Janeiro until 
ten months after leaving the capital. 

Mr. Calvao studied éngineering at 
the University of Pennsylvania and 
the Escola Polytechnica at Rio, tak- 
ing his degree at the latter institu- 
tion in 1911. Since that time he has 
been almost continually engaged in 
explorations in his native country. 
He made his first trip along the 
Urubu in 1916 and accompanied 
Dyott in retracing the course of 
Roosevelt.

Ten of the seventeen former mem- 
bers of the narcotic squad who fig- 
ured in the shake-up which followed 
the murder of Edwin-J. Jerge, ex- 
convict and drug dealer, shot on 
June 17-as he sat in an automobile 
at Broadway and Thirty-fifth Street, 
went on trial yesterday before Sec- 
ond Deputy Commissioner.

‘WOMAN GOES FREE 
ON NARCOTIC CHARGE 


Brought Into Court on a Stretcher 
—vJudge and Prosecutor 
Agree on Leniency. 





Lillian Smith, 22 years old, of West 
Pine Street, Long Beach, one of five 
indicted for complicity in narcotics 
traffic, pleaded guilty yesterday be- 
fore Federal Judge Atwell and. was 
sentenced to thirteen months in 
prison. The Court, however, re- 
scinded twelve months of the sen- 
tence and allowed her credit for one 
month she was in jail waiting to ar- 
range bail. Thus the woman was 
allowed to go free. 

The trial of Lillian Smith and her

ing the girl impressed upon her that 
if she again trafficked in drugs she 
would be brought back and forced to 
serve out the suspended part of her 
sentence.

Small Vessel Is Drawn by Fast 
Current Across Chapin’s Bow 
in Hell Gate Channel. 





BiG SHIP THEN GOES ON REEF 





Sound‘ Liner Pulled From Rock an 
Later—-250 -Sleeping 
Passengers Not Alarmed.

The tug Volunteer, belonging to 
the Goodwin-Gallager Sand and 
Gravel Company of 21 East Fortieth 
Street, was sunk in the East River 
at 6:20 A. M., yesterday by the New 
England Line steamboat Chester W. 
Chapin. Antonio Recuso, 35-year-old 
Argentinian of 372 West Eleventh 
Street, a deckhand on the tug, was 


drawn under by the swirling current |’ 


and was drowned. The Chapin went 
aground on Steep Rock between 
Ward's Island and Shore Avenue, 
Astoria. She remained there an hour. 

The strong current rushing through 
Hell Gate in the East River and the 
early morning flood tide were said to 
have caused the accident. The 
weather was clear at the time. 

As soon as the collision took place 
nearby tugboats rushed to the res- 
cue, and lifeboats from. the Chepin 
were lowered, but by that: time the 
ten others in the crew of the Volun- 
teer had been picked up. 

The 250 passengers on the Chapin, 
bound from Providence to New York, 
were asleep at. the time and only a 
few felt a ‘slight jar when the steam- 
boat rammed the Volunteer. 2 

The Chapin, according to the pilot, 
T. W. Rowland, was in Hell Gate off 
Ditmars Cove, Astoria, when the 
Volunteer was sighted approaching 
the narrow channel outbound. The 
Chapin gave one blast, indicating she 
was going to pert, and Charles Red- 
field, skipper of the tugboat, an- 
swered and veered away slightly. 

Apparently the current caught the 
small craft and swung her across the 
bow of the oncoming Chapin. Pilot 
Rowland stopped and reversed the 
engines, but the steamboat crashed 
into the. Volunteer, sinking her al- 
most immediately. A little later the 
Chapin went on the reef and was 


hauled off by a tugboat with the loss 
of fifteen feet of her planking for- 
ward. 

After making fast at her pier at 
the foot of Fulton Street, the damage 
to the Chapin was discovered to be 
so slight that she was able to leave 
again yesterday evening on her usual 
trip to Providence.

other powers that might lead to war. 


Shows Modern Plan in Liberia. 


He sought to show that the Fire- 
stone plan was based upon an en- 
lightened policy, which will guaran- 
tee the welfare and independence of 


the natives as well as the success of 
the company, and that it was free 
from the old abuses of forced labor, 
separation of families, breaking up 
of native social life and spreading 
of disease, which characterized the 
early European colonies in Africa. 
In place of these evils, he argued, 
the Firestone development meant a 
broad constructive plan for the mod- 
ernization of Liberia in education, 
sanitation, transportation and com- 
munication and self-government, as 
well as in economic progress. 

Dr. Jones said that despite the ef- 
forts of missionaries and the Amer- 
ico-Liberians on the coast, Liberia 
had remained in a helpless form of 
civilization, with few of the essen- 
tials of modern society, ‘‘until the 
Firestone development began.” 
“The native masses from the coast 
to the inland boundary,” he went 
on, “retained their tribal life, rang- 
ing from crude barbarism to the 
highest form of primitive society. 
The republic lacked an economic 
basis for its governmental, social 
and cultural progress. There were no 
roads or other modern necessities of 
communication; no adequate means 
for the protection of health and the 
establishment of sanitary precautions 
so vital to existence in a tropical 
climate; no organization or plan for

SCORES IN SADDLE TEST 


Major Share of Victories Due to 
His Conformation and Manner 
of Going.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 28.—George 
Williams, the big bay gelding of the 
United States Army Olympic team’s 
string, was the outstanding horse of 
the second day of the eighty-eighth 
annual New. York State. Fair horse 
show. Under the capable handling 
of Major H. D.: Chamberlain of the 
army team he added three more blue 


ribbons to his score ame ene 3 a 
total of five and outscoring all other 
competitors. 

The attendance about the horse 

show grounds was far larger than 
on the opening day and the compe- 
tition was considerably keener. The 
jumping was improved, although not 
as good as it should be. 
George Williams started his second 
day of notable performances in the 
class for qualified or green hunters 
other than thoroughbreds. While 
several scored over him in actual per- 
formances by. narrow margins, his 
manner of going and his conforma- 
tion carried him through to a close 
victory. ‘ 


Conformation an Asset. 
Next the gelding came out in a 
class for saddle horses over 14.2 
hands, this being judged by the 


hunter and jumper judges. Once 
more they selected him for the blue 
and first money. Next he jumped in 
the class for middle and heavy- 
weight qualified or green hunters, 
and again his way of going and his 
conformation carried him to victory, 
for. he once more was ‘slightly out- 
scored on performances. 

In both of the performance classes 
he defeated. the Bernard Gimbel 
cracks Welcome and.Outward Bound 
and the Rolling Rock Farm’s Wind- 
30r among others. 

George Williams is by Cock o’ the 
Walk out of a remount-bred mare. 
He is now eight years old and stands 
16.1 hands. He was sent to the army 
school from the remount depot four 
years ago. He had been broken in 
the regular way and was used for 
hacking and hunting. 

Last Spring he was taken up for 
regular training with Olympic games 
in view. He was with-the army team 
at the Westchester Biltmore Country 
Club at Rye during the final training 
of the army team and went across 
with it. He was not considered right 
in the first flight for the team and 
was taken as a substitute. 


His First Real Show. 
It was felt that the somewhat smal)- 
er and more wiry horses would stand 


the gaff of the Olympic contests bet- 
ter. This is his first real horse show, 
and he certainly has come into his 
own with a rush. Incidentally, in 
addition to his ribbons, he has picked 
up $475 in cash. 

Some first-class jumping was en- 
joyed by the spectators in the class 
for eeapets ridden by amateurs, 
twenty contesting for the plate pre- 
sented by E. F. Albee. iss Caral 
Gimbel was greeted with a burst of 
applause after her fine exhibition 
wi Welcome and No Foolin had 
gained her first and third ribbons in 
addition to the plate. 

Her triumphs were not easily 
gained. Welcome made only one 
very slight error in his round of the 
eight jumps, but his performance 
was no better than that of Pierre 
LoriHard. Jr.’s vetéran. Flying Buck- 
aroo, the old fellow clearing his ob- 
stacles in a brilliant exhibition of 
jumping. They had to jump off for 
the first honors. Fourth went to 
Miss Bobbie Acker’s big gray Easy 
Money.

BROOKLINE, Mass., Aug. 28.— 
Four American teams, three from 
Australia and Henri Cochet and 
Jacques Brugnon of France. Wimble- 
don champions, were bracketed in 
the quarter-final round of the men’s 
national doubles championship to- 
night at the Longwood Cricket Club. 

The advance of these eight teams 
from the second round was attended 
by the wholesale elimination of 
French, English, Canadian, Mexican 
and American Davis Cup players, 
among whom were Jean Borotra and 
René de Buzelet of France, Henry 
W. Austin and J. C. Gregory of Eng- 
land, Jack Wright and Willard 
Crocker of Canada and John Doeg 
and Junior Coen. 

The young American Davis Cup 
hopefuls, playing together for the 
first time, fell betore Gerald Pat- 
terson and Jack Hawkes, Australia’s 
crack team, at 6—4, 8—6, ‘ 

Cochet and Brugnon accouated for 
England’s premier combination, Aus- 
tin and Gregory, at 6—4, 7—5, 7—5, 
while Borotra and ce Buzelet were 
put out by R. O. Cummings and E. 
A. Moon of Australia, 6—4, 6—4, 6—4. 


United States to Play Australia. 


The line-up for the third round to- 
morrow finds George Lott and John 
Hennessey of the American team op- 
posed to Harry Hopman and Jack 
Crawford of Australia and R. Norris 
Williams and Watson Washburn, 
1921 Davis Cup doubles combination, 
bracketed with Cochet and Brugnon 
in the upper half. 

In the lower section John Van Ryn 
and Wilmer Allison of the United 
States Davis Cup squad will face 
Cummings and Moon, while W. W. 
Ingraham and Arnold W. Jones go 
up against Patterson and Hawkes, 
sturting at 2 o’clock. 

The two feature matches in the en- 
closure on the new Edwin Sheafe 
Memorial courts presented the two 
combinations that faced each other 
in the final at Wimbledon, Cochet 
and Brugnon and Patterson and 
Hawkes, who defeated both William 
Tilden and Frank Hunter and René 
Lacoste and Jean Borotra. The turf 
was in such bad condition after the 
recent rains that only one court 
coul« be used, and its soggy surface 
ozfered treacherous footing that 
brought the players to grief’ on more 
than one occasion. 

Looking at these two teams from 
France and Australia as they toppled 
their young: English and American 
opponents, it was easy enough to 
‘ understand how they came through 
' successfully against a notable field 
at Wimbledon. In Cochet and Brug- 
non the gallery of 2,000 spectators 
were privileged to look upon two of 
keenest. blades the game has 
known vieing with each other in 
the dazzling brilliance of their rapid 
thrusts. 


Diagnose Situation Keenly. 


To both of them was always re- 
vealed in a flash the weakest sector 
in the enemies’ court and the swift- 
ness and daring with which taeyv 
lashed out for their target, regard- 
less of how small its size, was almost 
breath-taking. Such keenness in 
diagnosing the situation and quick- 
ness on the trivver as they employed, 
torether with the artistry of their 
polished strokes, were too much for 
Austin and Gregorv in spite of the 
deadliness of Gregory overhead and 
_ Austin’s excellence of service and 
ground strokes. 

There were too many weak points 
in both the offense and defense of 
the English for them to withstand 
the rapid fire of their opponents. 
Gregory’s second service was a set- 
up and neither ae nor Austin was 
decisive enough in his volleying. 
Whenever Cochet or Brugnon met 
the pall at the net, the latter work- 
ing his stroke with the racquet head 
below the wrist, the volley went 
down and not up as did those of the 
English. 

In the third set Austin and Gregory 
gained a 5—1 lead as Cochet and 
Brugnon went into a slump. Every 
one thought that the French would 
decline the issue and wait for the 
fourth cha~ter to show their hand 
‘ again. Their opponents thought so 
and they were unprepared for the 
vigorous rally that Cochet and Brug; 
non launched, a rally that carried 
them through six games in a row 
for the set and match. 

There is no doubles combination 
on the court that is more strongly 
fortified in service than Patterson 
and Hawkes, the former employing 
a terrific, fast flat stroke and 
- Hawkes the American twist. So 
completely did their deliveries stump 
their young opponents that not once 
were Doeg and Coen able to break 
through in three sets. 


Hawkes’s Delivery an Enigma. 


Hawkes’s freakish: delivery, with 
the ball taking a wide hop off the 
ground, was particularly an enigma. 
There was hardly a game in the 
match in which -he lost more than 
two points when he went to bat, 
and many of them were won at love. 
Coen, whose play was far below his 
best standard until the closing stages, 
when he brought up.some spectacu- 
lar. winners, could not return 
Hawkes’s service at all. Yet the 
young Kansas City lad’s return of 
service is usually one of the strong 
‘points of his game. 

Unable to break through the ser- 
vice of the Australians, who were not 
quite so effective in the other de- 
partments of their game, Doeg and 
Coen were faced with the necessity 
of holding their own inviolate. This 
they were unable to do, with young 
Coen missing so many volleys and 
overhead shots and putting so many 
of his drives out of court or into 
the net. 

Doeg was giving a splendid ac- 
count of himself, serving aces every 
time he toed the baseline, volleying 
and smashing overhead with dis- 
patch and making very few errors 
off the ground. But Coen’s failure 
to give him the necessary support 
soon brought about disintegration in 
his play and he had a few bad mo- 
ments in the third set, when Coen 
rose to the occasion and carried the 

attack to the Australians with a ven- 


geance.

YANKEE rooter these days doesn’t know whether 

to cheer because the club is leading the race or 

to burst out crying because of the terrible fall 
his heroes have had. 

In the early part of the season things were quite 
‘different. The Huggins Heavy Artillery moved out 
ahead and left seven clubs floundering far in the 
wake. -Around the circuit this was voted an outrage. 
Colonel Jacob Ruppert was urged to break up his 
team before it broke up baseball. Charitably inclined 
persons suggested that the esteemed Colonel give Babe 
Ruth back to the Red Sox, Lou Gehrig to the White 
Sox, Herb Pennock to the Tigers and Waite Hoyt to 
the Cleveland Indians. Then there would be'a pen- 
nant race instead of a pursuit race in the American 
League. 

There was also a good deal of talk about records 
and one thing and another. The Babe was sure to 
crack his last year’s record of sixty home runs. The 
Yanks would waltz past their last year’s mark of 110 
victories for the season. The only doubt was whether 
or not they would pass the mark of 116 victories set 
by the Cubs of 1906, the Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance 
team. 


Putting Uncle Robbie in Bad. 


When the Yanks romped away with a pennant last 
year and then toppled the Pirates four times in a row 
in the world’s series, Uncle Wilbe.: Robinson so far 
forgot his old Oriole allegiance as to pronounce the 
Yankees the greatest ball team in diamond history. 

The Old Guard served notice on Uncle Wilbert that 
he would be hanged, drawn and quartered unless ine 
retracted the outrageous slander on the old Orioles, 
who were, as everybody must know by this time be- 
cause it has been told to them so often, the greatest 
team that ever was or ever will be. Jarred by the 
swift reprisal, Uncle Wilbert humbly admitted that he 
might have been mistaken, and he was ready to sign 
his ‘“‘affidavy’’ again that the old Orioles were the 
greatest ever. 

But when the Yankees dashed off toa thirteen-game 
lead in their pennant parade this season, Uncle Rob- 
bie burst loose once more, renounced the old Orioles 
and hinted that the hammering Hugmen could give 
any opposing team four strikes to a man, four outs to 
an inning, four.runs as a handicap, and still win with- 
out going to bat in the ninth inning. 

The swan dive of the Yankees leaves Uncle Wilbert 
out on a limb, and he has plenty of company with him, 
too, which doesn’t make the limb safer. It’s too bad. 
First the Robins failed Uncle Wilbert, and then the 
Yankees basely betrayed him. 

‘“‘Well,’”? said Uncl Robbie, philosophically, ‘‘some 
days you can’t lay up a dollar. I guess this is just a 
bad year for me. I wouldn’t be surprised if a dog 
came along and bit me.’’ 


All Doubt Removed. 


Going back to the records the Yankees were or were 
not going to make, the doubt has been cleared up. 
The answer is, No. ‘The Yanks couldn’t equal the 
mark of the old Cubs if they won every game from 
now until the whistle blows to end the season. They 


would have to take twenty-six out of twenty-nine 
games to equal their own mark of last year in the 
American League. That’s out, too. 

There remains Signor G. Herman Ruth and his 
home-run record. The Babe still has a chance to equal 
or surpass his record of sixty homers, made last year, 
but the way he has been. hitting lately, the odds are 
against him. 

In the first half of the season the Babe was dusting 
along well ahead of his home-run hitting of other 
years.. It looked as though he might stretch his total 
for the campaign to seventy homers or some such 
astounding figure. He took the dive with the other 
members of the team, however, and slumped so badly 
that he will have to average one home run in every 
two games from here to the finish to tie his recerd 
of last year. That’s a large order of home runs in 
any given period, but if anybody can do it, G. Her- 
man Ruth is the man. 


The Delayed Steal. 


Turning to the National League scramble, it is note- 
worthy that.the pounding Pirates have been playing 
the best baseball of the late Summer. Perhaps they 
are trying to grab the pennant with a delayed steal. 
According. to the fatal figures in the losing column, 
however, it appears that they delayed too long. 

The Pirates have one good chance, and if they mud- 
dle that one, they might as well haul down the Jolly 
Roger for the season and go into Winter quarters. 
They have seven games to play with the Cardinals. 
If they could take five out of seven—or better—from 
the league: leaders, the Bushwhackers would be run- 
ning neck and neck with the contenders to the tape. 

They are the best-hitting team in either league by a 
considerable margin, and even with that heavy debit 
in the losing column, they still have a chance. They 
were counted out long ago, but they pounded their 
way back in again. At the moment it’s much easier 
to count them in than to count them out. 

Hitting and Pitching. 

Managers are insistent that it’s pitching that decides 
a pennant race, but it’s wonderful what an assortment 
of carefree hitting can doin the longrun. The rise of 
the Athletics may have been due to great work. on the 
firing step by Mr. McGillicuddy's six-star pitching 
staff, but it is noteworthy that their winning streak 
was featured by a jump of 15 points in the team baf- 
ting average. Correspondingly, the Yankee slump saw 
the hitting average of the Hugmen fall off by about 
the same margin. 

That looks like a fairly good argument for the im- 
portance of hitting, and the Pirates can be dragged in 
to give further testimony to the same effect. The Pi- 
rate pitching has been weak in the middle and rough 
around the edges all season, but here it is late in Au- 
gust, and the cruising Corsairs are still dangerous 
contenders. 

For that matter, what kept the Giants ‘‘up there’ 
when they had only two reliable pitchers, Benton and 
Fitzsimmons, through the first half of the season? 
Yes, indeed, you can win a pennant with hitting if 
you get enough of it.

_The Italian-Australian team of Cecil 

Walker and Avanti Martinetti thrilled 
a crowd of 12,000 at the New York 
Velodrome last night when the stars 
rode to victory in a 100-kilometer 
(62% miles) team race. The victors 
tallied a total of 73.points. 

The team of Otto Betri and Franz 
Duelberg, representing Germany, fin- 
ished second with 57 points; Reggie 
McNamara and Charley Winter were 
third with 42; Tony Beckam and 
Norman Hill fourth with 35; Alfred 
Letourner and Alfonse Zucchetti 
fifth with 12. 

These five teams led the rest of 
the field by one lap, the result of a 
jam which followed the fifty-first 
sprint. Freddie Spencer and Jimmy 
Walthour led the pack in points’ up 
and until the big jam, which lasted 
for fully ten minutes. 

Freddie Spencer and Jimmy Wal- 
thour led the race in points with 
32 at the thirtieth mile. Martinetti 
and Walker were second with 25 
points, followed by order and 
Dempsey with 22 points. 

Freddie Spencer rode brilliantly 
during the thirty miles. He gath- 
ered three first places, one second, 
two third places and a fourth for a 
total of 29 points. 
Walthour was able to win only one 
second place for three points.

License of McKeesport (Pa.) Plant 
ls Revoked—Reallocation Order 
Is Expected Soon.,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.— The 
Radio Commission today revoked the 
license of Station WMBJ of McKees- 
port, Pa., effective Sept. 1, reduced 


the power of two stations and re-| 


newed the licenses of eight others. 

The power of Station WSBC of 
Chicago was reduced from 500 to 100 
watts, and that of KFWF of St. 
Louis, from 250 to 100 watts. 

The application of these stations 
for license to continue operating were 
renewed: WBBC of Brooklyn, WNRJ 
of Jamaica, N. Y.; WBES of Salis- 


bury, Md.; WKBN of Youngstown, 
Ohio; WAAT of Jersey City, bg 
of West Depere, Wis.; WCOH of 
Greenville, N. Y., and WONT of 
Manitowac, Wis. 

Station WMBJ at McKeesport, Pa., 
which was deleted by the commis- 
sion, has not been in operation for 
several months, having been disman- 
tled pending an ¥ 3° cation for au- 
thority to move. It was licensed for 
only fifty watts, yet the evidence be- 
fore the commission indicated that, 
without authority, it used up to 500 
watts. : 

The commission stated in its deci- 
sion that ‘‘the transmitter was -not 
provided with any adequate fre- 
quency control or check, and was 
extremely likely to cause undue in- 
terference.’’ 

Station WSBC, at Chicago, whose 
power was reduced, is located in a 
congested district and is said to 
cause interference. During the period 
of break-down of the. old radio law, 
after July, 1926, this station jumped 
to a higher wave, the board found. 


' St. Louis Station Put on Probation. 


In reducing the power of station 
KFWFEF the commission stated that it 


was ‘‘in extreme doubt’’ as to wheth- 


er it should refuse to renew the appli- 
cant’s license at all or to allow it to 


continue with reduced power and 
‘‘under a warning that it is to be re- 
garded as being on probation.’’ 

By the end of this week, it was in- 
dicated today, the commission. will 
have handed down decisions in the 
cases of all the 164 broadcasting sta- 
tions which were called before it to 
show cause why they should not be 
taken off the air. 

The commission also expects, by 
the end of,the week, to make public 
its general reallocation ~lan. Wheth- 
er it will make a preliminary state- 
ment or give out all the changes to 
be made in the first instance is one 
of the questions now pending. 

Commissioner O. H. Caldwell has 
vr-itten to a radio fan at Cortland, 
N. ¥., saying he-is in thorough sym- 
patny with the demand for the fan 
that the power of a large broadcast- 
ing station should not. be cut. 

“I am in thorough sympathy with 
your demand,’’ Gommissioner Cald- 
well wrote, ‘‘that such powers be not 
only retained at present maximums 
but be increased. Having just re- 
turned from a tour .of inspection 
through your vicinity, I realize from 
first-hand experience the need for 
high power to send through a 
strength of signals which will be 
heard satisfactorily against the roar 
of Summer static you suffer at this 
scason. 


Favors Higher. Power in Summer. 


“Indeed, in my opinion; stations 
should be authorized to use 100,000 
or even 200,000 watts in Summer if 
thoir owners are willing to spend 


the money to please the public with 
aependable, strong radio signals that 
ne the crashes of Summer 
static. * 

“For when nature broadcests she 
dees not limit her station power to 
any 59,000 watts. Instead—disre- 
gerding this maximum prescribed by 
th: Federal Radio Commission—old 
nacure turns on powers of 500,000,- 
099 watts and even 1.000,000.000 
watts jn an average lighting flash.”

SHELBY, N. C., Aug. 28 (#).—Six 
bodies had been recovered early to- 
night from the wreckage of three 
buildings that collapsed today in the 
business district of the town. Twelve 
persons are known to have been in- 
jured, some of them seriously; and 
other bodies may be in the debris, 
which was being searched tonight. 
The known dead are: Miss Ora 
Eskridge, Guy Green and Alex 
Hoyle, employes of the First Na- 
tional Bank, one of the buildings 
that gave way; Zeb Blanton and his 
son, Carl, farmers, who were cus- 
tomers at the bank and Clyde Car- 
penter. 

Among the injured are George 
Blanton, acting Vice President of the 
ank, who was bruised and cut 
about the head and body; Clarence 
Mull, with a broken arm and leg, 
and Margaret Callahan, legs crushed 
and probably internal injuries. 

Excavations under a tailor shop 
are thought to have caused the col- 
lapse. eventeen men are said to 
have comprised the crew at work. 
Five of these were brought out alive, 
two unhurt, and the others have not 
been accounted for. The other 
building that gave way was the 
Goode Grocery Company block, next 
to the bank and tailor shop. All 
were two-story brick structures. 

The collapse came without any pre- 
vious warning. Most of those. killed 
or injured were in the bank building, 
a temporary structure. The grocery 
building and tailor shop were occu- 
pied by only a few persons. 
Miss Eskridge, cashier in the 
bank, was seated at her desk near 
a wall and was struck by falling 
bricks and timbers. Zeb Blanton 
and his son had just left the bank 
and were about two feet from the door 
when the walls gave way. They were 
killed instantly by the falling wall, 
which also demolished an automo- 
bile parked at the curb. ‘ 


NEGRO CAUGHT IN CHASE 
AS GIRL’S ASSAILANT 


Identified by Victim, He Pleads 
Not Guilty When Arraigned 
in Flatbush Court. 





Charged with assaulting Miss Mary 
Manley, 20 years old, of 619 East 
Seventh Street, Brooklyn, early.yes- 
terday morning, Leroy Powell, 18, a 


negro, of 236 Greene Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, was held in $10,000 bail by Mag- 
istrate Dale in Flatbush Court.. Pow- 
ell pleaded not guilty and engaged a 
lawyer to defend him this morning 
in Magistrate Dale’s court. 

Powell was captured after.a chase 
through yards and over hedges in 
the Ocean Parkway section shortly 
after 2 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Miss Manley said she was return- 
ing from visiting friends in Sheeps- 
head Bay. She said Powell sat oppo- 
site her in the Culver Line train, 
ogled her, made offensive remarks, 
and followed her when she left the 
train at the Ditmas Avenue station. 
When within a block of Ocean 
Parkway, Miss Manley says, Powell 
accosted her, caught her when she 
started, screaming, to run away from 
him, and put‘ his hand over her 
mouth. Then she fainted. 
Patrolman Fred Tineo of Traffic A, 
Manhattan, who was motoring down 
Ocean Parkway to his home, heard 
the screams. He joined Patrolman 
Joseph Farrell of Traffic F and the 
two gave chase to the negro, who 
fled at their approach. 

Residents in the district . were 
aroused by the screams and gun- 
shots. The fugitive dodged behind 
fences and porches, ducking a fusil- 
lade of shots by the two patrolmen. 
At length he was found crouching on 
the porch of a residence less than a 
block from where the chase started.

Following the engage- 
ment of ‘‘Whispering Friends” at 
the Illinois, the agreement with the 
union calls for the employing of only 
five musicians. 


Arbitration Meeting Today. 


Jack §S. Miller, President of the 
Exhibitors’ Association of Chicago, 
which represents the motion picture 
theatres of the city, announced after 
a@ meeting of theatre owners at the 
Stevens Hotel today that the associa- 
tion will not enter into a new con- 
tract with the Federation of Musi- 
cians on the terms which the union 
demands. The two factions are to 
get together tomorrow at the Hotel 

herman. Their contract expires on 
Sunday, 

The outstanding feature of the mu- 
sicians’ new demands is. an effort to 
avoid. the effect of synchronized 
music of the Vitaphone and Movie- 
tone devices on the employment of 
motion picture theatre musicians. 

The federation’s terms listed cer- 
tain houses which shall employ or- 
chestras of fotir musicians exclusive 
of the organist. Musicians could be 
discharged only with four weeks’ no- 
tice instead of two weeks, under the 
mew demands. 

The musicians also demand that 
any theatre in which an organist is 
employed during the season of 1927- 
28 which installs a Vitaphone, Movie- 
tone or any musical device, shall be 
required to retain the services of the 
organist. 

Other theatres are listed, according 
to seating capacity, that must retain 
orchestras of six musicians or more. 


Says Terms Are Impossible, 


Mr. Miller said that fifty of’ the 
Class 6 movie houses already have, 
or will have soon, Movietones or 
Xitaphones which will lessen the de- 
mand for orchestras. Class 6 houses, 
he said, are those conducting seven 
night performances a week and two 
matinees and charging less than 50 
eents general admission. 

“Our contract, which has a week 
to run, calls for the employment of 
only four musicians for a period of 
at least forty-four weeks a year,’’ 
Mr. Miller said. ‘‘We cannot renew 
that contract or guarantee to em- 
ploy as many as six musicians. We 
‘will propose that owners employ, say 
gral ee not for forty-four weeks

Tt ‘will cost us each $700 a 
for the Movietone, Six music 
would cost $600 a week. Pore ehres 
movie houses are already bankrupt 
in Chicago and all of us would go 
broke if we complied with those 
terms.” 

James C. Petrillo, President of the 
Chicago Federation of Musicians, 
said the union would hold out 
stanchly to its demands. He said 
Movietones threatened to put most 
of the musicians out of employment. 

The strike at the Illinois: resulted 
from the primary fact that that the- 
etre opened a week earlier than usual 
for-its Fall and Winter season. A 
contract entered into last year be- 
tween the theatre and the Federation 
of Musicians, calling for the employ- 
ment of thirteen musicians at the 
theatre, had a week torun. It would 
have éxpired Saturday of this week. 

Harry F. Powers, President of the 
Tilinois Theatre, said the musicians’ 
union held that if ‘‘Whispering 
Friends” began under a contract for 
employment of thirteen musicians it 
must continue on that basis for its 
entire run.

Before the curtain went up on ‘‘Eva 
the Fifth’’ at the Little last evening 
one might have taken a solemn oath 
that another back-stage ‘drama could 
not possibly succeed. But Kenyon 
Nicholson, who has already written 
one of them, ‘‘The Barker,’’ and 
John Golden, who has set his foot 
down on all profanity on the stage, 
have. put together a ‘bright little 
frolic with that disarming urchin, 
Claiborne Foster, in the leading réle. 
Free of neuroses, free of bold words 
excepting an occasional innocuous 
‘thell,’? and innocent of startling 
originality, it may /not delight those 
who insist upon goose-flesh in the 
theatre. But those who like to laugh 
without accounting to a stern God 
for their frivolity will find the sim- 
plicities of ‘“‘Eva the Fifth’ con- 
genial. 

This time the troupe is barnstorm- 
ing through the tank-towns of Kan- 
sas with nothing less . devastating 
than ‘‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin.’’ And 
little Eva, that most transfixed of 
cherubim, is played by Hattie Hart- 
ley, the fourth Eva in her show-folk 
family. Indeed, already a fifth Eva, 
ornithologically dubbed Oriole, is 
saying her lessons in the disagree- 
able voice of a brat and stuffing her 
stomach with candy whenever 


Messrs. Nicholson and Golden re- 
quire juvenile comedy. When Hattie 
appears to be on the threshold’ of 
mnt eipony little Oriole is rushed on 
the e to p be ie the rapturous 
Goad of the death-bed scene. But 
in the excitement of the occasion she 
has eaten too much candy. Her con- 
vulsions alarm eve one within 
range. Panic-stricken they ring down 
the curtain, ply the celestial Oriole 
with castor oil and in due time hurry 
her to safety. “Oriole has thrown up 
her part,’’ Topsy exclaims a few mo- 
ments later. And although you may 
not see the connection, that is how 
Hattie Hartley comes to marry the 
man of her dreams. 

Nothing else in the preposterous 
little bauble of sentimental comedy 
matches the absurdity of this scene. 
But tricked out with the familiar ca- 
tastrophes of small-town troupers, 
and played—ah, yes, ‘‘played. in 
kind’’—it keeps TONRE pleseanity. all 
evening. There are e small-town 
masher, who is naturally an under- 
taker; the unpaid salaries, early 
morning in the railroad car, the 
scurrilous manager who deserts his 
company, the jealousy of the deposed 
star performer, the eleventh-hour tri- 
umph of an impromptu manager— 
everything from mendacious villain 
to Apollinarian hero. There are the 
tawdry costumes, the loud street at- 
tire, the wigs and black faces. After 
three weeks of high-pressure drama 
we can stand one on an old last. 
“Eva the Fifth’’ is good fun. 

It is played unpretentiously and 
well. As Hattie Hartley, the queen 
of the troupe, Claiborne Foster is 
frank and simple about the artless- 
ness of such a part. The diminutive 
Lois Shore acts the precocious miss 
who needs to be spanked. Nila Mac 
as the wise-cracker of the troupe, 
Buford Armitage as the lover with 
heart bowed down, Ross Hertz as an 
excitable young buck, and Mag! 
Barrison as the small-town card 
go through their parts expertly. You 

ave seen such comedies as ‘“‘Eva 
the Fifth’’ before, and between ex- 
plosions of the higher drama you will 
see a good many of them again,

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THE RULE OF REASON. 


With so unaccustomed a number 
of men and women shifting from 
one party to another, great curiosity 
is often expressed why they make 
the change. When a prominent 
Eastern Republican announces his 
determination to support Governor 
SMITH, anxious telegrams come 
from the Pacific Coast asking the 
reason for so remarkable a deser- 
tion of party. Explanations are felt 
to be in order, and many are offered, 
but they do not always explain. One 
is reminded by them of the saying 
of BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, that man 
is called a reasonable being because 
he can find a reason for what he 
wants to do. This is in line with 
the advice given by an old Judge 
to a judicial newcomer, namely, to 
make his decisions promptly and 
vigorously, but never to give rea- 
sons. It may be remarked, in pass- 
ing that the Supreme Court: of the 
United States followed that injunc- 
tion in holding the. Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead act to 
be constitutional. Oné of. the emi- 
nent lawyers who argued the case 
said afterward that he did not mind 
losing it, but did wish that the Court 
had told him why he lost it. 

The process of giving reasons for 
what a man without reasoning has 
already made up his mind to Go is 
usually perilous. The reason as- 
signed so cfien seems like unrea- 
son. Take the case of‘a newspaper 
that has, after considerable hesita- 
tion, decided to support Mr. HOOVER 
for the Presidency. It thus states 
reason No, 1: ° ‘The history of the 
“United States since the Civil War 
“has ‘shown prosperity under Re-

generous assumption of ignorance 
on the part of:the reader. One of 
the worst financial panics with a 
consequent long period of depression 
that this country has ever known 
came between 1873 and 1877. The 
Republicans were then in power. 
Another bad but shorter smash came 
in 1907. THEODORE ROOSEVELT was 
President of the United States. The 
latest serious slump which the United 
States has experienced was in 1921 
and 1922. Then, too, the Republi- 
cans were in office. But what are 
a few little facts like these between 
friends? No party candidate or 
managers will too closeiy scrutinize 
the reasons given by recruits. The 
main thing is that they offer their 
hand and heart and vote. To none 
of the rest of it does it occur to 
any one to apply what Chief Justice 
WHITE made famous as “the Ryle 
of reason.” 


It is true that the signing of a 
treaty for the outlawry of war finds 
3,000,000 men under arms on the 
Continent. What is not true is the 
assertion that Europe’s armies are 
larger than they’ were at the out- 
In 1914 
the total of peace effectives was 
close to 4,500,000 men, so that the 
present statis represents a reduc- 
tion-of one-third. This is due almost 
entirely to the enforced disarmament 
of the defeated nations and to a

gium has almost doubled in strength 
—from 47,000 to 80,000. The in-

has been comparatively slight, con- 
sidering the notable growth in terri- 
tory and population; ‘the two would 
show an increase of about 30,000 
over the pre-war establishment. In 
the matter of expenditure on arma- 
ment a recent League of Nations 
"| rence shows a notable decline in 
the budgetary proportions devoted 
to that purpose. Belgium remains 
at its pre-war 10 per cent.; France 
has cut down from nearly 35 per 
cent. to 16 per cent.; Great Britain 
from 39 per cent. to 14 per cent.; 
Italy from 31 per cent. to 18 per 
cent. But this proportionate reduc- 
tion is due only to the enormous in- 
crease in the total national expendi- 
tures. The absolute appropriations 
have increased, though in a large 
measure this would be explained by 
the rise in prices since the war. 
Comparative figures, however, do 
little to bring out the radical 
change in the nature of the arma- 
ment problem resulting from the 
events of the last nine years. A re- 
duction in military strength and ex- 
penditure which formerly would 
have been accepted as gratifying 
now encounters a public opinion 
which measures Europe’s actual 
achievement by her aspirations and 
efforts toward the elimination of 
war. Why are three million armed 
men necessary after nearly a decade 
of organization for international 
peace? Before 1914 the armament 
burden was criticized as intolerable 
hin terms of wasted money and man- 
power. Today inflated armament 
reads like negation of an ideal every- 
where subscribed to. Big armies in- 
evitably raise doubts concerning the 
sincerity of the Governments or the 
degree to which they have really 
emancipated themselves from the 
old fears and -hatreds.. The. burden 
of armament today is not the money 
cost but the moral cost. 








BLASPHEMY IN BOSTON. 


Dr. HORACE MEYER KALLEN, once 
a favorite pupil of WILLIAM JAMES, 
a student .at famous ‘universities 
here and abroad and:an instructor 
in and writer on philosophy, hap- 
pened to be in.Boston last week at: 
the time of the Sacco-Vanzetti. com- 
memoration and spoke at one of the 
memorial meetings. This meeting 
was entirely orderly; but the police 
had representatives present, to note 
if anything was spoken offensive to 
their delicate sensibilities. Sergeant 
DUNLEAVY, Patrolmen MERRIGAN and 
MILES were the appointed censors. 

After writing out their notes and 
consulting with their Captain, JOHN 
MULLEN, it’ was decided by this 
company of experts'that Dr. KALLEN 

had committed blasphemy. A war- 
rant charging the latter offense was 
issued, but has since been withdrawn 
for further consideration. 

The gravamen, as exhibited by the 
police, is that Dr. KALLEN said that 
“if SACCO and VANZETTI were an- 
“ archists, so were JESUS CHRIST and 
“SOCRATES ” and others. This seems 
to be construed as “ cursing or con- 
“tumeliously reproaching JESUS 
“ CHRIST,” under the terms of an 
eighteenth-century «statute. Super- 
intendent. of Police CROWLEY says 
that “the warrant was obtained in 
the usual course of police work.” A 
warrant for blasphemy is a some- 
what unusual piece of work. That 
learned, acute and courageous de- 
fender of free speech, Professor 
ZECHARIAH CHAFEE Jr., records in 
“The Inquiring Mind” that the last 
prosecution for blasphemy in. the 
State, until 1926, was that of ABNER 
KNEELAND, a Freethinking editor, in 
1934, “for willfully Senying the ex- 
istence of GOD.” 

The Court,.old Chief Justice SHAW 
at the head, held that the blas- 
phemy statute did not violate the 
guarantee in the State Declaration 
of Rights of the freedom of the press 
or of a man’s immunity “for his 
“religious profession or sentiments; 
“provided he doth not disturb the 
“public peace or obstruct others in 
“their religious worship.” The free- 
dom of speech clause merely for- 
bade restraint before publication. 
Such language as KNEELAND’S was 
thought to tend to a disturbance of 
that peace. The Court read his 
mind. He was not seeking to ascer- 
tain the truth, but “ willfully ” deny- 
ing GoD in order to put an.end to 
His worship. ‘To punish blasphemy 
was to keep the sanction of oaths, 
but atheists can now affirm. -‘* The 
peace and safety of society” re- 
quire that ‘assailants of Christianity 
be punished. 

So a great Judge yielded to the 
narrow dogmatism of the time. In 
1926 ANTHONY BIMBA, a Brooklyn 
Communist editor, made a speech 
in Lithuanian at Brockton, and was

Convicted. of sedition, he was ac- 
‘quitted of blasphemy, the District 
Judge ‘deciding that there was no 
willful and evil motive in his denial 
of Gop. So the constitutionality of 
the Blasphemy act did not come up 
again for determination. Professor 
CHAFEE’S picture of the public feel- 
ing.in Massachusetts at the time is 
depressing. The friends of free 
speech could hardly find a hall to 
meet in. The Republican Mayor of 
Boston, following a subterfuge of his 
Democratic predecessor, set the 
Building Inspectors to discovering 
that halls to be used for purposes 
he disliked were bad fire risks or 
structurally weak. 

This sort of thing is no special in- 
dictment of Boston or Massachu- 
setts. It indicates the underlying in- 
tolerance of all communities. It is 
another reminder that the fight for 
free speech, free discussion, is un- 
ending. Dr. KALLEN ought to go 
back and stand trial. His personal 
inconvenience is noteto be regarded 
in comparison with the maintenance 
of liberty of speech—a liberty still 
too often shadowy or non-existent 
for unpopular opinions. 
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A FADING REPUBLICAN DREAM. 


Making tabulations recently of the 
percentage of the eligible votes cast 
in the various States, THE TIMES 
pointed out that the probable effect 
of anti-Smith agitation in the for- 
mer Confederacy would be greatly 
increased Democratic majorities. 
The obvious reason is that voters 
who now settle all their differences 
at the primary and pay no attention 
to the general election will go to the 
polls and most of them will vote 
their ordinary party: preference. 

So far as South Carolina is con- 
cerned, The Columbia State agrees 
with this prophecy. “For every 
“Democrat who leaves the party

marks. It expects the largest popu- 
lar vote for Governor SMITH. that 
has been cast in South Carolina in 
years, and adds: “To the extent of 
“benefit derived from this we should 
“be properly grateful for the kick- 
“ers.”

CHINA’S FAMINE WORSE. 


Dispatches from China show that 
Mr. JOHN. E. BAKER, sent out by the 
New York Committee of the China 
Famine Relief organization to make 
a survey of Shantung and Chihli 
Provinces, has found conditions 
worse than had been expected. The 
hope was that the Summer harvest 
would relieve the sufferers in. most 
of the afflicted districts. But this: 
happens to have been a particularly 
bad locust year in China. The crops 
are being devoured. Prospects for 
the coming Autumn and Winter are 
dark. Mr. BAKER has estimated that 
upward of a million and a half per-~ 
sons will be starving in the two 
famine-stricken -provinces. 

Owing to the better outlook last 
Spring and to the fact that it was 
deemed best to await recommenda- 
tions by Mr. BAKgR, the drive for 
funds for the Famine Relief was not 
pushed. It will have to be resumed 
with vigor, although the committee 
is awaiting the specific appeal of 
the field director. A total of about 
$300,000 is already in hand, and has 
been used during recent months. 
Famine relief in China has two 
parts: the immediate’ distribution 
of food and prevention of distress 
in the future. The.first is compli- 
cated. by the difficulties of trans- 
portation. China -has only 6,000 
miles of railroads, compared to our 
270,000 miles. China has few roads. 
Horseback, wheelbarrow and man- 
back are the chief methods of trans- 
portation, especially in the afflicted 
provinces. The mere mechanics of 
moving food for a million — are 
extremely difficult. 

Famine prevention is closely 
bound up with flood control. The 
worst famines have usually occurred 
in those regions of China, vast in 
area, which are almost entirely level 
and which since time immemorial 
have been periodically flooded by 
China’s great rivers. For thousands 
of years the Chinese have tried to 
hold in these rivers with dikes., But 
the waters are heavy with silt, and 
through: the ages have gradually 


plains, so that when they break they 
flood: thousands of square miles. 
When. these floods pass over the 
thickly settled lands they bring fam- 
ine in their wake. 

For a reason not yet made clear 
Mr. C. T. WANG, the present Chinese 
Foreign Minister, objected to the 
use of relief funds for flood control 
purposes. It is now reported that 
he has reconsidered his decision and 
that he may even go so far as to 
give active assistance in the work: 
This would be a blessing for his.peo- 
ple, and would, in the opinion of for- 
eigners who have studied the Chi- 
nese famine problem on the spot, 
be a distinct contribution to the per- 
ennial task of checking China’s fam- 
ines in their incipiency.

He ‘imagines that a 
respectable person, finding himself 
involved in “an interesting mur- 
der,” would pay a large sum -to-an 
efficient privacity agent. But where 
would he find the man ingenious 
and bold enough to undertake the 
job? His own idea is for the agent 
to go out and commit an even more 
spectacular crime of passion than 
his client’s. That seems a good deal 
to ask, but the real artist of pub- 
licity will stop at almost nothing, 
and perhaps his colleagues, or rather 
his contra-workers, will carry the 
torch even further. 

One way for the respectable per- 
son concerned in such a case to get 
complete privacy would be to choose 
the réle of victim. There is ancient 
precedent for this, When a éertain 
foreign Ambassador died in: Paris 
the Prefect of Police went to the 
embassy to make the usual inspec- 
tion. Occupants of the house tried 
to keep him out on the plea of diplo- 
matic privilege. But the officer as- 
serted that when an. Ambassador 
dies he returns to private life. 

When ordinary people hear of. 
movie stars, prize fighters and mil- 
lionaires who shout in loud voices 
that they are sick of publicity and 
will tolerate no more of it, an in- 
credulous smile is sufficient com- 
ment. Mr. TUNNEY is credited with 
sincerity, but he would be doubted 
if he engaged a suppressor to miti- 
gate the horrors of publicity. Every 
man his own privacity agent is a. 
sound slogan,.and with a little more 
practice Mr, TUNNEY will improve 
his. technique.

rtion in- bacterial scores at the end of 


forty-eight hours. In water. kept 
fresh by. introducing air the clams 
appear to be as active and as good 
for food as clams dug from: a clean 
area.’’ Steeping them in chlorine 
gives them no odor, it is said, and 
to the taste they dre as salty as ever. 
So far as Boston is concerned, it 
is alleged that clams are dug from 
contaminated areas of the harbor in 
violation of the shellfish law. In 
metropolitan districts Dr. BiceLow 
recommends the chlorinated.clam as 
oth immune and palatable..

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COLONEL FAWCETT'S FATE. 
Courteville tana: Disputed by 
‘Commander Dyott’s Wife. - 

To the Editor of The New York Times: : 

Mr. Courteville in an article in THE 
TIMES on Aug. 28..denies Comman- 
der Dyott’s statement that Colonel 
Fawcett was killed and his whole 
party wiped out by Indians in ta 
1925. As Commander Dyott’s wife, I 
feel compelled to defend this state- 
ment, inasmuch as Commander Dyott 
is unable to do so himself, forced ‘as 
he is to abandon his radio in order 
to escape from the jungle. With his 
small party, lack of food and ‘other 
resources, the odds are too great 
against him to justify his ‘risking 
the lives of his men further. 

I find that Mr: Courteville ‘bases 
his assumption that this. statement 
is intotrect on. the grounds of his 
own encounter with a-white man‘ on 
the outskirts of the town of Chapada 
some time ago. He had never met 
Colonel Fawcett, but on arriving in 
Lima he heard of the lost explorer 
for whom every one felt such concern 
and interest. He.at once informed 
Colonel Fawcett’s son, who lives in 
Lima, of his meeting: with a half- 
crazed man’ who showed an astonish- 
ing sympathy for mosquitos: We 
hear that his son exclaimed that this 
must have been his father. That 
is the basis of the story that has 
gained recognition in the papers. 

It doesn’t seem to me that the ex- 
planation is far to seek. Very many 
people, like Colonel Fawcett’s son 


| perhaps, might exclaim with impetu- 


ous solicitude, ‘‘That was Colonel 
Faweett!’’ for by this time every one 
had come to believe that the great 
explorer would be found in’ some 
such, predicament. Yet Mrs. Fawcett 
did not jump to this conclusion, and 
on’ all sides we find people in posi- 
tions of authority doubting it. Com- 
mander Dyott himself, before he en- 
tered the? jungle, made a point of 
following on the same route as had 
Mr. Courteville, but found nothing to 
substantiate this theory. - Further, 
the President of Matto Grosso in a 
conclusive report—and who would 
know more of this locality than he?— 
insists that at no time’ was Colonel 
Fawcett near the district where Mr. 
Courteville made his discovery. 

I do not question Mr. Courteville’s 
meeting with a man he thought to 
by Colonel Fawcett (such derelicts 
are 'to be found on the fringes of 
civilization everywhere); but that 
this man actually, was Colonel Faw- 
cett, those who know the facts can- 
not believe. The confidence the Roy- 
al Geographical Society and others 
place in Commander Dyott’s judg- 
ment‘and his proved capacity of ac- 
complishing whatever he set himself 
to do in the past are obvious vouch- 
ers for the authenticity of his find- 
ings. — 

I feel great respect for Mr. Courte- 
ville, and even more for his wife, 
who dared to accompany her. hus- 
band on his long motor trek, for 
their courage'in facing possible at- 
tacks from jungle animals, torment 
from insects, desertion of helpers 
and, less ‘spectacular but equally seri- 
ous, the ravages of tropical fever. .- 

Mr. Courteville also states that he 
doubts Commander Dyott’s knowl- 
edge of the Indian language. Com- 
mander Dyott does not attempt to 
speak each tribe’s language, but it 
is a fact. that he is probably in a 
position to comprehend more, than 
any other South American explorer 
the sign langage of the Indians. He 
has'had reason to use it during many 
years’ experience on the continent. | 
What .is. more, he lived with one 
group of savages for almost a year, 
half prisoner, half medicine-man of 
the tribe.’ He on*e told me that in 
denoting time the sign language is 
always the same—a sweep of the arm 


in an arc from east to west describ- 
ing the sun’s orbit: I can only infer 
rey they also agree in differentiat- 
ing between the seasons and in this 
way indicated to Commander Dyott 
the month that death overtook the 
brave explorer and his ty. We 
have only.to wait patiently for Octo- 
ber to come, when my hus d re- 
turns to civilization, to-learn if this 
was the case.

Premier Bethlen’s Statement. 

The statement follows: 

“If people wish to . understand 


really the present status of Hungary tr 


and the foremost aims of her politi- 
cal aspects, we have to return for a 
moment as far as the World War, 
which brought such gigantic changes 
in the entire political conditions of 
Europe. 

‘Hungary became involved in the 
World War as one of the constitu- 
tionally independent parts of the 
pre-war Austro-Hungarian monarchy. 
It ‘is known that this unfortunate 
war had been provoked by the as- 
sassination of the late Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, heir to the 
throne of Austria-Hungary.

Forced to Take Up Arms, 


“The question of war unfortu- 
nately was decided for such reasons 
, which were beyond the power of 
Hungary. The Hungarian people 
were forced to take up arms and 
fight in a war from which they had 
not the faintest hope of any ad- 


vantage. But loyalty and fidelity 
have been always the characteristic 
qualities of the Hungarian people, 
and they remained loyal to the end 
on the side of those on whose side 


they were forced to take up arms. . 
“As we arrived at the end of the 
Great War, after those terrible sac- 
rifices and heroic trials, the nation 
‘was to exhaused and almost en- 
entirely robbed of her pre-war nat- 
ural and self-sustaining resources. 

“Unfortunately, a few outstandin 
politicians found in this catastrophic 
situation of the coun an opportu- 
nity to incite interior dissatisfaction 
and tried to one through an ir- 
responsible revolution the many-cen- 
turies-old Constitution of the Hun- 
garian nation.

H. Saito Points to Signing of the 
Kellogg Treaty — Explains.

The relations between the United

DR. C. A. L. REED DIES, 
HEART VICTIM AT 72 


Former Head of the American 
Medical Association Was a 
Prolific Writer. 


BITTER FOE OF PROHIBITION 


Attacked Dry Law on Grounds of 


Health and Liberty—Proposed 
a‘‘Religion of Science.’ 


Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 28. — Dr. 
Charles A. L. Reed, 72 years old, of 
Cincinnati, former President of the 
American Medical Association, died 
suddenly today of heart disease at 
his Summer home in Gloucester, 
Mass., his daughter-imlaw, Mrs. C. 
Lawson Reed, was informed tonight. 
He had suffered from heart disease 
for several months, following an 
automobile accident last Spring. 

Dr. Reed was not only an inter- 
national figure in medicine and sur- 
gery, but also was. widely known for 
his opposition to, prohibition and so- 
called ‘‘super government’? by the 
Anti-Saloon League and religious 
bodies. He also had attracted wide 
attention by his proposal to estab- 
lish a ‘‘religion of science.’’ 

For the last five years he had 
written daily newspaper articles on 
“Secrets of Health and Success’ 
for a group of more than 100 news- 
papers. 


Helped Form Medical College. 


He was largely instrumental in the 
organization of the Medical College 
of the University of Cincinnati and 
was most widely known in medicine 
as a specialist in gynecology. Dr. 
Reed for many years was associated 
with the University of Cincinnati as 
professor emeritus. As a director of 
the University from 1891 to 1903 he 
took the initiative in merging the 
then existing medical colleges of the 
city into the present Medical Depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Reed was born at Wolf Lake, 
Ind., July 9, 1856. He received his 
early education in public and private 
schools in Glendale, Ohio, and his 
medical instruction at the Cincinnati 
College of Medicine and Surgery, 
from which he was graduated in 
1874. He pursued academic and scien- 
tific study at other institutions, in- 
cluding Miami University. 

Dr. Reed also devoted himself to 
philosophical and literary efforts. 
A novel, “The First Estate,’’ deal- 
ing with scientific and sociological 
problems, appeared in 1927. In the 
Same year he made a-cruise around 
the world to obtain subject material 
for a work dealing with the relation 
of science to the leading philosophies 
and religions of both the Occident 
and Orient. 

Besides this writing he made many 
contributions to medical literature, 


j embracing nearly 200 titles. 


Controversy on Science Religion. 
A bitter controversy was stirred up 


several years ago when he suggested 


adapting the laws of nature and of 
science to human life in pretencoee 
to either theological or philosophical 
codes of conduct. Dr. Reed held 
that religion for several thousand 

ears had had its golden opportunity 

o make over the world and its hu- 
man inhabitants and that having 
failed it should acknowledge a su- 

erior moral code as manifested in 

achievements of science. 

In 1925 Dr. Reed published a reply 
to an attack by e late William 
Jennings Bryan on American col- 
leges which Mr. Bryan characterized 
as ‘‘Godless institutions.’’ Dr. Reed 
dismissed bet Bryan’s attack as 
“idle vaporings.”’

tracted attention when in address- 
ing the annual meeting here of the 
American Public Health Association

GOV. A.G. SORLIE DIES 


IN NORTH DAKOTA 


State’s Chief Executive Since 
1924 Succumbs to Heart 
Disease at Age of 54. 


WAS PLANNING TO RETIRE 


Non-Partisan Standard-Bearer, Who 
Once. Ran a General Store, 
Refused Renomination.: 


BISMARCK, N. D., Aug. 28 ).— 
Governor Arthur Gustave Sorlie of 
North Dakota, died here this morn- 
ing. Death was caused by heart 
disease from which the Governor 
had been critically ill for the last 
three days. 

Governor Sorlie was born on April 
26, 1874, near Albert Lea, Minn. 
His parents were Iver and Mary 
Sorlie, natives of Norway. When he 
was 19 years old he came to North 
Dakota, where he worked in a bank, 
operated a general store and later be- 
came a travaling salesman. 

In 1907 he entered the fuel, seed 
and feed business at Grand Forks as 
A. G. Sorlie & Co. The enterprise 
was successful and was the basis 
for a considerable fortune which he 
later accumulated in other business 
endeavors. 

Despite his extensive interests, the 
Non-Partisan League selected him as 
its standard bearer in 1924 and he 
won the Gubernatorial election after 
a hot fight with R. A. Nestos, the 
Republican incumbent. He was re- 
elected in 1926, but did not seek re- 
nomination this year, saying that he 
desired to retire to private life at 
the end of his term. 

‘In 1900 Governor Sorlie married 
Miss Jennie Odegard, who died later. 
In 1919 he married Miss Grace Hille- 
boe at Grand Forks. 

The first important act of office 
came to Governor Sorlie when in his 
first term he appointed Gerald P. 
Nye to the United States Senate to 
succeed Senator E. F. Ladd, who 
died in office. 

Governor Sorlie’s death brings to 
the Executive’s chair, Walter Mad- 
dock, the Lieutenant Governor, who 
is a farmer, and is rated a self-made 
man. He was educated in the com- 
mon schools and business college. 
Later he studied law and civil engi- 
neering, taking mail courses in those 
subjects. 

Since 1906 he has operated a farm 
near Plaza and has been active in 
forming several farmers’ cooperative 
associations. He was elected Lieu- 
tenant Governor in recognition of 
his services to the Non-Partisan 
League as a member of the Legisla- 
ture and his experience as a law 
maker. He was Chairman of the 
North Dakota delegation to the last 
Republican National Convention. 


WILLIAM FOOTE SEWARD. 


Ex-Head of State Librarians Asso- 
ciation Dies In Binghamton.

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Aug. 28.— 
William Foote Seward, former Presi- 
dent cf the State Librarians Associa- 
tion, for twenty-three years librarian 
of the Binghamton Public Library, 
former editor of The Syracuse Her- 
ald and Binghamton Republican, and 
a lecturer of note, died at his home in 
this city today at the age of 75.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—Arthur F. 
Falk, Northwest Park Commissioner, 
wept brokenly in his cell at Cragin 
Police Station tonight, where he is 
held for shooting to death his only 
son, Eldridge, 22 years old, as the 
climax. to a quarrel at the Falk 
home. 

“Give me a gun and let me kill 
myself, my life is wrecked,’’ -noaned 
Falk as he was led to his cell. 
Earlier he collapsed over the body 
of the dead boy and had to be helped 
by Assistant Prosecutors Harold 
Levy and Emmett Byrne from an un- 
dertaking parlor at 6,833 Grand 
Avenue. 

Tomorrow Falk, who is 47 years 
old, will be arraigned. for murder, 
Captain James. E. Doherty said. 

Mrs. Olga Falk and Miss Vernice 
Falk, mother and sister of the slain 
boy, were in a state of collapse at 
the Falk home tonight. Despite the 
pleadings of relatives ‘the mother 
and sister persistently refused to 
speak to Falk or‘go near hirn at the 


inquest. It will be resumed on 
Sept. 7. 
Somewhat. recovered from. the 


stupor in which police found him in 
his home kneeling beside the body 
of his son, Falk gave his first. co- 
herent account of.the tragedy to 
Prosecutors Levy and Byrne.

‘Banton Aide to Start Taking 
Testimony Today to Determine 
Responsibility for Disaster. 


PROSECUTOR SEES WARREN 


Cots Reports of Transit ‘Board 
and Police Inspectors—To 
Question |. R. T.. Employes. 


21. STILL IN HOSPITALS 


Possibility That Switch Was Thrown 
While Train Was Passing to Be 
Thoroughly Investigated. 


The first witnesses in District At- 
torney Banton’s investigation to fix 
responsibility for the Times Square 
subway wreck last Friday. evening, 
which to date has resulted in sixteen 
deaths, will be questioned today by 
Assistant District Attorney George 
N. Brothers. 

Detailed reports by Police Commis- 
sioner Warren and the Transit Com- 
mission were placed in Mr. Banton’s 
hands yesterday afternoon. Today’s 
witnesses, he said, would include a 
number of Interborough employes 
and probably members of. Transit 


Commission’s technical staff. 

Mr. Warren spent more than an 
hour with District Attorney Banton 
yesterday ‘and not only submitted 
written reports of police inspectors 
but also presented his own detailed 
observations at the scene of the dis- 
aster. The Transit Commission re- 
port, delivered by George E. Wood, 
as Assistant Secretary of the Com- 
mission, included detailed reports of 
W. O. Smith, acting chief of the 
service bureau; those of four equip- 
ment inspectors and reports by Chief 
Engineer William C. Lancaster and 
Signal Engineer Gilbert C. Whitney 
as well as the official commission 
report. made public last Saturday. 


Hedley Reparts to I. R. T. Board. 


‘\ Directors of/the Interborough were 
informed of the wreck by Frank T. 
Hedley, President of the company, 
at a regular meeting of the board 
yesterday. They were told that a 
thorough investigation by company 


engineers and experts was under 
way and that a formal report would 
ha submitted at a subsequent meet- 
ng. 

District \ Attorney Banton said 
yesterday that Commissioner War- 
ren’s findings virtually coincided 
with those made thus far by Assis- 
ttant~ District Attorney John J. Mc- 
Covan who'auestioned several wit- 
nesses immediately after the wreck. 

“TI do not care to discuss that ques- 
tion now,’’ Mr. Banton said, when 
asted whether responsibility for the 
accicent seemed, according to Com- 
missioner Warren’s report, to point 
to William E. Baldwin, Interborough 
s:ynol foreman, now under $10,000 
h-il for a homicide hearing on Sept. 
17. “I am going into every aspect of 
this matter thoroughly and will do 
s0 with an open mind.”’ 

Special attention will be given to 
investigation of the possibility that 
the switch, whose operation caused 
the accident, was thrown by some 
one while the train was passing over 
it, Mr. Banton declared. He said 
that the state of the car equipment 
on the -wrecked train would also be 
a matter for inquiry. 

The witnesses who will be heard 
today will not be under subpoena. 
Mr. Banton said that he did not ex- 
pect to have to resort to this means 
of compelling attendance, although 
subpoenas might be issued later for 
the pyrpose of obtaining records and 
other* documents. It was regarded 
by Mr. Banton as unlikely that it 
would be necessary to question Bald- 
win, the signal foreman, again. nor 
did he think that President Hedley’s 
testimony would be required. Both 
will be called, however, if new ma- 
terial is uncovered which was not 
available when they were interro- 
gated last Friday night by Mr. Mc- 
Gowan. 


21 Still in Hospitals. 

No additional deaths due to the 
accident were reported yesterday. Of 
the 100 injured in the wreck twenty- 
one were still in hospitals last. night. 
The funeral of Salvatore Cona, 41, 


of 337 Third Street, Brooklyn, one of 
the wreck victims, was held yester- 
day. - Reserves from the Bergen 
Street Station policed a crowd of 500 
persons who attended the services. 

The electric cable used in manipu- 
lating the switch involved in the ac- 
cident will be subjected to a factory 
test under direction of Signal En- 
gineer Whitney of the Transit Com- 
mission. Mr. Whitney examined the 
cable immediately after the wreck 
and found it in good working order. 
Chief Engineer Lancaster said. yes- 
terday that there was little possibil- 
ity that a defect in this cable had 
anything to do with the accident. 
The commission’s technical experts 
were unanimous in their belief. that 
there was nothing in the theory that 
a defective tripping device on the 
ninth car of the wrecked train 
caused the wreck. 


Potenziani Cables Regrets. 


Cablegrams addressed to Mayor 
Walker, expressing regret for the 
wreck and its attendant loss of ‘life, 
were received at City Hall yesterday 
from Prince Spada Potenziani, Gov- 
ernor of Rome, and Baron Guenther 
von Huenefeld of the crew of the 
transatlantic plane Bremen.

BURNED 10 DEATH 
IN CRASH WITH BUS 


Farmer Pinned Beneath His 
Overturned Truck in 
Atlantic City. 














SEVERAL OTHERS ARE HURT 


Hit-and-Run Victim Found Propped 
Against Telephone Pole on 
New Jersey Highway.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 28.— 
A farmer driving a truckload of pro- 
duce to market here this evening 
was burned to death when his truck 
collided with a,:crowded Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit ‘bus at Tennessee Ave- 
nue and the Absecon Boulevard. 
‘Three passengers in the bus also 
were slightly injured. The farmer 
was identified as Samuel Gitomer, 26 
years old, of Millville, N. J. 

The collision occurred when Gito- 

mer attempted to cut across the 
boulevard toward the market ahead 
of the swiftly moving bus. The two 
machines met almost head-on. The 
farmer’s truck was turned com- 
pletely over and the man was pin- 
ned beneath. His truck immediately 
caught fire. The front of the bus 
also was badly damaged and several 
windows were broken. 
Passengers aboard the bus became 
panicstricken and several women 
screamed and fainted. Windows in 
the rear were smashed by persons 
in their haste to escape from the big 
machine, which also caught fire, and 
several were cut by glass. 

The farmer’s bo was found 
jammed underneath his truck. He 
was extricated by ropes, still breath- 
ing, charred almost to a crisp. 
Some of the bus passengers were 
taken to the City Hospital and treat- 
ed for minor bruises and cuts. The 
majority resumed their trip to Phila- 
delphia in another machine. 

The driver of the bus was Abraham 
Fulkerson of 42 Ridgeway Street, 
Oaklyn, N. J. He was arrested by 
members of the accident squad and 
held under $5,000 bail on a technical 
charge of manslaughter. 


Find Hit-and-Run Victim. 


Propping the unconscious form of 
his victim against a telephone pole 
at the side of the road, a hit-and- 
run driver fled early today after he 
had struck a sixty-year-old man on 
Zion. Road, Northfield. State. police 
admitted there was small chance of 
apprehending the driver. 

The injured man, John Solloway of 
Northfield, is in a critical condition 
in the City Hospital with a fractured 
right leg, internal injuries and cuts 
about the face and body. 

At the hospital Solloway regained 
consciousness, long enough to tell 
Patrolman Leaver, who found him, 
that he had alighted from a trolley 
car and had stepped into the centre 
of the road when hit. He saw neither 
the car nor the driver. :

. Ortez is a young Nicaraguan from 
Ocotal who came to the notice of the 
marines in February when he took 
part in an action at Bramadero after 
mF eye! the name of a Honduran 
soldier of fortune, Ferrera, to in 
prestige. He had a costly contact 
with a marine trol in March, los- 
ing three ‘killed and _ eighteen 
wounded. Since then he has been 
dodging back and forth across the 
Honduran border in western Sego- 
via and has carefully tried to avoid 
marine patrols. 

Macuelizo, the scene of the skir- 
mish, is west of Ocotal, about 120 
miles distant from the recent Coco 
River skirmishes and across a moun- 
tainous country, well garrisoned by 
marines. : 

Guadalupe Rivera, a Sandinista 
supply chief alleged to have held a 
colonelcy in a rebel band, turned 
himself over. to marine authorities 
in Jinotega Saturday, asking .am- 
nesty under the recent Presidential 
decree. He received his, complete 
freedom yesterday. 

Riverg is'owner of the only: house 
at Santa Cruz, strategically situated 
on a bend in.the Coco River some 
eighteen miles south of Quilali. 
When General Sandino held the Chi- 
pote stronghold last year Rivera 
quartered and supplied an. outpost 
at this house and furnished commis- 
sary stores to the rebel forces. 

It is rumored that he took part as 
a unit commander in Captain Liv- 
ingston’s fight of last December. On 
the evacuation of the mountain fort- 
ress, Rivera continued to furnish 
shelter, food and information of 
marine movements to the rebels. 

With the ‘increased activity of 
marine patrols in his vicinity, Rivera 
deserted his house to await such time 
as withdrawal of the marines might 
permit him to restock his storerooms 
and corals. The persistent aggres- 
siveness of the marines, the recent 
rebel defeats lower down on the Coco 
River, the capture of Rivera’s 
brother by Edson and the generosity 
of the amnesty offer probably all 
contributed to Rivera’s surrender. 


TELL NICARAGUANS 
AMERICANS EAT BABIES 


Sandino Agents Spread This Word 
‘to Keep Voters From Polls, 
Marine Major Reports.

MANAGUA, ‘Nicaragua, Aug. 28.— 
‘“‘The Americans eat children,’’ is a 
statement circulated by Sandino 
agents in northern Nicaragua to 
keep voters away from the polls in 
the presidential elections of Nov. 4, 
according to reports from Major 
John B. Coulter, Chairman of the 
Electoral Board for the Department 
of Matagalpa. Major Coulter has 
just completed a long horseback 
ride through outlying districts of his 
department. 

e reports that conditions were 
quiet, but that a few Sandinistas 
have been- spreading anti-election 
propaganda among the Indians there. 
In one town most of the Indians 
took to the woods when the part 
rode in. Later they drifted bac 
by twos and threes, rather cautiously 
at first, and they were happier when 
Major Coulter was able to convince 
them that he preferred Nicaraguan 
beans and rice to babies’ as an 
article of diet. 

Visits. of Americans to isolated 
villages in the interior are removing 
much of the suspicion that people 
have had hitherto, according to re- 
ports received by the National Elec- 
tion Board. Political leaders on 
both sides, as well as Americans con- 
versant with Nicaraguan conditions, 
believe that the prospects are good 
for the heaviest vote ever polled in 
Nicaragua. 

Both political parties are conduct- 
ing vigorous. political campaigns, 
both sides claiming a majority of the 
voters. Some Conservative leaders 
believe that the absence of Adolfo 
Benard, their Presidential candidate, 
is a big handicap, as General Mon-

Admiral Sellers, at Balboa After

BALBOA, Aug. 28.—Admiral David 
F. Sellers, commanding the Ameri- 
can forces in Nicaragua, who has ar- 
rived on his flagship, the Rochester, 
after a visit to Managua for a con- 
ference with General McCoy, super- 


visor of the coming Presidential elec- 
tions, reports that everything is fine 
in Nicaragua and arrangements are 
complete to give the country the best 
election in its history. 

Five hundred marines and sailors 
have been detailed in connection 
with the elections, all of them speak- 
ing Spanish.

Minister of Justice Lays the Case 
Before Tribunal of 
Expert Lawyers.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—After some 
weeks’ consideration of the request 
by the American Government for the 
extradition of Henry M. Blackmer, 
the French Foreign Minister has 
turned the matter over to the Min- 
istry of Justice with express instruc- 
tions that the case must be judged 


solely on its lega! merits and not on 
any political basis. This procedure 
has -been followed with other similar 
cases, notably that of three Argen- 
tines whose extradition was refused 
last year. 

Louis Barthou, Minister of Justice, 


‘has laid the case before the Tribunal 


des Mise en Accusation, which is 
composed of expert lawyers, who will 
decide whether there is a true bill, 
with the request for a reply within 
fifteen days. 

Blackmer’s lawyers have already 
announced that their client will 
abide by the decision of the French 
Court and return home if extradition 
is ordered, and not seek to escape 
to any other country. Premier Poin- 
caré has himself been interested in 
the case and has been insistent that 
the decision’: be made on a purely 
legal basis. 


REARRESTED IN BOMBING. 


Two Freed on Bail in Poultry Suit 
Are Seized Again. 


Three of the eight defendants who 
failed to appear in the Federal court 
last week to plead to charges of vio- 
lating the Sherman law in seeking 
to-create a trust in the poultry trade 
in the metropolitan district surren- 
dered yesterday. They were Sidney 
and Julius Rosenstein and Aaron 


Weissler. Bench warrants had been 
issued for them. Federal Judge 
Mack held eaeh in $5,000 bail. 

Walter i. Rice, special assistant 
to the Attorney General, after the 
surety bonds had been signed, sig- 
nified that he was through with them 
for the present. But before they 
got out of the Federal Building Sid- 
ney and Julius Rosenstein were ar- 
rested by Detective William S. King 
of the Miller Avenue Police Station, 
Brooklyn, for questioning in relation 
to the bombing of the home of 
Joseph Hasenfratz, an independent 
poultry dealer. 

The defendants are among the sev- 
enty-one against whom an informa- 
tion has been filed. 

When the two Rosensteins and 
Weissler came to court yesterday they 
were accompanied by William Liebo- 
witz, their attorney; who denied his 
clients were gangsters. He said they 
were members of the. Internationa! 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs, Stablemen and Helpers of 
America. He described them as 
drivers and declared they had vio- 
lated no law. Mr. Rice again as- 
serted that the three were members 
of a gang engaged in terrorizing in- 
dependent poultry dealers. 


RATTO HEARING CLOSES. 


Commissioner to Send Extradition 
Case to Washington for Decision. 


Hearings before United States Com- 
missioner O’Neill for the extradition 
of Robert L. Ratto, formerly auditor 
of the Pierce Oil Company in Mex- 
ico City, where he is wanted to 
answer a charge of defrauding the 
company of $57,000, ended yesterday. 
The commissioner decided that the 
facts warranted the extradition of 
Ratto, but that the final decision 
would be left to the State Depart- 
ment, because Ratto is a citizen. of 
this country, having been born in 
ee and is a veteran of the Worl 

ar. 

It was sugested that as Mexico 
would not extradite one of her citi- 
zens for trial in this country; the 
rule should be followed here.This 
suggestion will also be referred: to 
the Secretary of State. Ratto has 
vigorously denied that he was guilty 
of defrauding the company, and has 
insisted that the Mexican authorities 
want him because of his known sym- 
pathy with Catholics and because of 
aid he claims to have rendered to 
some of the members of that church.

HELD IN KILLING OF 4 


Ex-Convict Ac- 


Three Relatives in Two Hours. 
WIFE SAYS HE MENACED HER 


She Blamés His Resentment of Di- 
vorce—He Names Alleged Foe 
as Accomplice in Murders. 


SACRAMENTO, .Cal., ‘Aug. 28 
(?).—The insane jealousy of a man 
whose estranged wife was friendly to 
another man stood today as the mo- 
tive for the shooting to death of four 
men and wounding of a fifth here 
last night. The police held Percy T. 
Barnes, 35-year-old railroad employe, 
as the slayer. L. R. Coburn was 
detained also because Barnes named 
him as an alleged accomplice. 

The dead men who fell before the 
pistol of the slayer during a two- 
hour ‘period of shooting were Charles 
O. Curtis and Charles Klein, broth- 
ers-in-law of Barnes; Len Gearhart, 
a cousin of Barnes by marriage, and 
Clarence Muncy, who, police said, 
intended marrying Barnes’s wife fol- 
lowing divorce proceedings. 

The wounded man was M. H. Lar- 
kin, President of a Sacramento 
transportation,company. He encoun- 
tered the slayer on a highway lead- 
ing out of the city and was shot 
when he played the part of the good 
Samaritan and took Klein, mortally 
wounded, toward a hospital. 


Holds Barnes Responsible. 


Guy P. Johnson, Deputy District 
Attorney, declared today, after ques- 
tioning Barnes and Coburn for 
several hours, that he was of the 
opinion Barnes alone was _ respon- 
sible for the shootings and that Cc- 
burn had nothing to- do with it. 
Barnes told officers that he and Co- 
burn ‘‘worked together.’’ 

Held in jail with ‘Barnes was the 
latter’s wife, Mrs. Delia Barnes, and 
their 4-year-old daughter, Beverley. 
Mrs. Barnes declared her husband’s 
jealousy of her alleged attentions to 


Muncy was the cause of the whole 
affair. 

Muncy was first to be reported 
shot. Before he ‘died, Muncy told 
police that Barnes went to Mrs. 
Barnes’s home, where he was call- 
ing, summoned him to the porch and 
shot him. Barnes was next seen at 
Curtis’s, home and the visit resulted 
in the shooting to death of Charles 
Curtis. Gearhart’s body was found 
with a bullet wound in the: head, 
lving in the street near the State 
Fair Grounds. Klein had been shot 
before Larkin found him on the 
Freeport Road, and as Larkin 
picked him up a man identified as 
Barnes stepped up and shot Larkin 
through the shoulder. 


Wife Says He Threatened Her. 


Mrs. Barnes told Captain Ed J. 
Cox that she had been in fear of 
Barnes for. several weeks, believing 
that he would carry out his threats 
to kill her. Mrs. Barnes obtained an 
interlocutory decree of divorce in 
December. About two months ago 
Barnes ‘was arrested for disturbing 
the peace in connection with threats 
against this wife; the police said. He 
received a ninety-day suspended 
sentence. : 

‘Insane jealousy caused Barnes to 
shoot’ Muncy,’’ Mrs. Barnes said. 
“He was jealous of every man I 


knew and warned me about going 
out with them. 

“The only reason I can give for 
his having killed his brother-in-law 
and my cousin is that he believed 
they had encouraged our separation. 
He was particularly angry with my 
brother, Charles Curtis, because he 
was keeping our little girl. However, 
I did not know he had any. grudge 
against Klein and Gearhart.”’ 

Authorities said they gave no cre- 
dence to Barnes’s assertion that he 
had an accomplice. After auestioning 
Coburn for three hours the District 
Attorney’s office said he gave an 
apparently good alibi regarding his 
movements last night and he prob- 
ably would be released. The offi- 
cials believe Barnes holds a grudge 
against Coburn and implicated him 
in the crime for revenge. 

Barnes told police he wished to en- 
gage an attorney and plan a defense 
on the grounds of insanity.

BLISTER RUST REVISION. 


Government Modifies Quarantine on 
Pines and Certain Bushes. 


A revision of the white-pine blister 
rust quarantine regulations govern- 
ing the interstate movement of white 
and other five-leafed pine trees and 
of currant and gooseberry plants was 
announced recently by the Acting 

Secretary of Agriculture. 

The revision, effective Aug. 15, 
includes provision for the interstate 
movement, under permit, of five- 
leafed pines from the generally in- 
fected areas, consisting of the New 
Engiand States, New York, and 
Washington, into the more lightly in-

BOATS OF MANY LANDS. 


Ancient and Modern Specimens in 
Field. Museum Collection. 


A model of an extremely interest- 
ing vessel is shown in the Hall of 
African Ethnology at the Field Mu- 
seum of Natural History in Chicago 
—an ancient war canoe of Duala, 
Cameroon, manned by eighteen 
tribesmen. The prow of the cance 
has an elaborately carved wooden 
figure-head which has a legendary 
significance. The men with the pad- 
dles in such canoes are kept in uni- 





stern, the drummer corresponding to 
the coxswain of a college crew. 
This is only one of many examples 
of water craft from the far ends of 
the earth on exhibition in the mu- 
seum. In the Egyptian collections 
there is an aricient boat, built 4,500 | 8 
years ago, and one of the five old- 
est boats existing anywhere in the 
world, so far as known. Its lines 


have been pronounced by authorities 
on marine architecture as rivaling 

oy of a modern yacht. There are 

also on display two models of EsyP- 

tian galleys, which were used 

ae te figures in tombs. 

In the Eskimo collection a full- 
sized kayak used for hunting is 
shown, containing a life-size cast of 
an Eskimo man, with spear poised 
to hurl at a seal or other animal. 

In the Polynesian collections are 
models of an outrigger fishing canoe 
from the Marshall Islands and an- 
other wees of ane nage from Matty 
Island. Two models of boats used 
by the Batak tribesmen of North 
Central Sumatra are shown in an 
adjoining hall. Among the exhibits 
from Melanesia are _ elaborately 
carved prows of dugout cattoes used 
by the natives of the north coast of 
New Guinea, representing the 
of crocodiles. Some of these are 
simply grotesque, others are quite 
lifelike representations of the crea- 
tures. They were used on canoes 
navigating the Sepik River. 

Another Melanesian type is shown 
in a model of an unusual dugout, 
the sides of which have been raised 
with planking, the fastenings being 
of rattan. Because of its height 
without compensating draft, this 
type is necessarily an outrigger. It 
is from Karriet Island 

From Formosa the museum has a 
model of a native dugout which in 
lines and shape closely resembles 
the birch-bark canoes of the North 
American Indians. Its sides are 
carved with representations of hu- 
man figures and artistic geometric 
designs. In the collection of Peru- 
vian and Colombian pottery are some 
clever representations in china of 
tative types of boats.

FINANCIAL MARKETS; 


Stocks Fizm as Mild Relaxation 
Develops in “Outside 
Money Market.” 


It is significant that on even the 
mildest relaxation in the money mar- 
ket stocks as a body start. forward. 
Funds renewed at 7% per cent. yes- 
terday, but withdrawals from the 
call market were only moderate ones 
and loans were to be had all day 
long in the unofficial and outside 
market at 7 per cent. This was 
counted by Wall Street as a release 
of the strain which developed on 
Monday, and while it was attributed 
entirely to the inflow of interior 
funds, which may be. withdrawn at 
any moment, nevertheless it had the 
effect of giving impetus to a stock 
market which has all the appearance 
of possessing a great deal of poten- 
tial strength and buoyancy. 

Trading once more was on a large 
scale, well above the 3,000,000-share 
mark, and even the most skeptical are 
abandoning the argument that ‘‘the 
public” is not in the market. It has 
taken a little more than a fortnight 
of advancing prices and broad mar- 
kets to bring back a good measure of 
the outside participation, whieh was 
so evident in April, May ana dune. 
The market, of course, is not owt of 
hand as it was then, nevertheless 
gains outnumbered the losses in the 
trading and there was every evi- 
dence, not only of outside buying, 
but of liberal quantities of short 
covering as well, The movement of 
the averages, as compiled by ‘THE 
New YORK TIMES, gave a good picture 
of the net results. Twenty-five rep- 
resentative industrial issues advanced 
1.59 and twenty-five - representative 
railroad stocks gained .53. The aver- 
age of fifty stocks was up. 

The general money market situa- 
tion has not changed one iota. There 
is a stringency in fynds that is gen- 
erally well recognized, but such a 
rate as 7% per cent. is bound to at- 
tract outside moneys seeking a ve- 
hicle for temporary emiployment. 
These funds are entirely outside of 
control by banking authorities. That 
they will be in sufficient volume, or 
will remain in the market for long 
enough to alleviate the stringency 
which has developed, is not general- 
ly anticipated. Nevertheless, they 
were a factor of very great impor- 
tance in yesterday’s market. Bonds, 
too,.. caught some of the mild en- 
thusiasm of stocks yesterday and 
the best sorts of issues were in good 
demand at rising prices. <A distinct- 
ly better tone is evident in this mar- 
ket. Prices no longer are ‘‘drag- 
ging bottom”’ as they were a month 
or so ago. The backlog of invest- 
ment demand evidently is a tremen- 
dous one and needs but the goad of 
increasing prices to stir it into life. 

Although the day’s industrial news 
was tinged with optimism, the mar- 
ket did not appear to pay a great 
deal of attention to anything but the 
money factor. Nevertheless, the rail- 
road reports, for instance, were about 
the best for any month this year. 
A total of fifty-six class one roads, 
whose earnings for July are cur- 
rently reported, exhibited a net 10.7 
per cent. greater than for the same 
month in 1927. To the credit of the 
officials who are operating these 
roads, it may be said that the in- 
creased net revenue is being gained 
on a traffic not much greater than 
that of the same time last year. 
Gross earnings for these roads were 
but .6 per cent. larger than in July, 
1927. The good showing is to be 
attributed to operating economies 
which have been put into practice 
all along the line. 

The exchange/market yesterday 
was featured by\a sharp advance in 
the lira, sending the rate up to 5.24% 
cents, the highest figure touched in 
more than three months. Reports 
that the Italian bank rate had been 
reduced from 5% t6 5% per cent. 
started a flurry of buying, and when 
it did develop, a very moderate 
supply of lira exchange was encoun- 
tered. Other exchanges were quiet, 
but held their ground in good 
fashion.

The Commodities Improve. 


Cotton and also grains were 
stronger yesterday, although there 
was nothing in the news to account 
for a return of strength to these 
commodities. The buying in almost 
all cases seemed to be due to an at- 
tack on the short traders by others 
who are convinced that prices have 
gone disproportionately low. A good 
deal of interest remains centred in 


wheat and cotton because of the ef- 
fect that the markets for these crops 
may have on the coming elections, 
and the financial district itself is 
giving more than usual attention to 
the situation at the primary markets 
for the commodities.

OTHER PROMOTIONS MADE 


Action Is Step in Separating Gas 
and Electric Properties of the 
Consolidated Into 2 Groups. 


Matthew S. Sloan was elected Presi- 
dent of the New York Edison Com- 
pany at a meeting of the Board 
cf Directors yesterday to succeed 
Nicholas F, Brady, who resigned to 
aecept the newly created office of 
Chairman of the Board of Directors. 
Mr. Brady is already Chairman of 
the Brooklyn Edison Company, over 
which Mr. Sloan will continue to pre- 
side. 


These elections marked the first 
op in the plan to separate the gas 
and electric properties of the Con- 
solidated Gas system into two large 
groups. Actual financial segregation 
of the gas and electric properties 
probably will not be undertaken for 
a@ year or more. By means of the 
present elections, however, the New 
York and Brooklyn Edison com- 
panies will be under identical man- 
agement and will be operated prac- 
tically as a single company. No 
change will be made now in the man- 
agement of the Consolidated Gas 
Company and its gas subsidiaries. 
George B. Coritelyou is President of 
Consolidated Gas. 

The meeting of directors was held 
in the offices of George F. Baker, 
dean of the directors of New York 
Edison. At a meeting of Brooklyn 
Edison directors in the offices of Mr. 
Brady, earlier in the day, Mr. Sloan 
had been authorized to accept the 
new post. 

The directors of the New York Edi- 
son Company also elected Thomas E. 


Murray, formerly Senior Vice Presi- |, 


dent, Vice Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, while John W. Lieb, for- 
merly Vice President, was elected 
Senior Vice President of the com- 
pany. 

In Charge of Management. 


The announcement of Mr. Sloan’s 
election as President of New York 


Edison said that he would be in 
complete charge of all operations 
and management. As the head of 
the two Edison companies he will 
therefore direct the business and 
policies of the largest concentrated 
electrical property in the world, 
after an unusually successful and 
rapid rise. ° 

r. Sloan was born in Mobile, Ala., 
on ee: 5, 1881. He was graduated 
from the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in 1901 and soon afterward be- 
came connected with the General 
Electric Company at Schenectady, 
N. Y., first in its epprenticeship test 
ceurse and afterwxerd as an outside 
construction engineer installing Gen- 
eral Electric apparatus for public 
utility companies. He later became 
associated with the Birmingham 
Railway Light and Power Company 
from 1906 to 1913, first as chief engi- 
neer and later as assistant to the 
President. In 1913 he became Vice 
President and General Manager of 
the New Orleans Railway and Light 
Company, holding that post until 
1917. It was at Mr. Brady’s instiga- 
tion that he came to New York as 
assistant to the Vice President and 


General Manager of the New York] 


Edison Company, and two years later 
he was elected President of the 
Brooklyn Edison Company. 


Brady Serves Without Pay. 


Mr. Brady’s rise also has been 
rapid. He is 49 years old and has 
devoted his life to the public utility 
field. He was graduated from Yale 
in 1899 and joined the New York 
Edison Company in 1900, entering at 
the bottom and going through all 
departments. In 1906, at the age 
of 27, he was elected President of 
New York Edison to succeed his 
father, the late Anthony N. Brady, 
who died in 1918. Since he became 
President of New York Edison Mr. 
Brady has served the company with- 
out pay. Both Mr. Brady and Mr. 
Sloan are directors in a number of 
banks and corporations. 

The news of Mr. Sloan’s election 
as President of New York Edison, 
coinciding with the appearance of 
the new Consolidated Gas Company’s 
stock on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, was greeted by a brisk rise 
which brought the stock to a level 
of 78 at the close, etal to a gain of 
9 points on the old stock, which 
closed on Monday afternoon at 147.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (®.—Dif- 
ferences between Western railroads 
and employes organized in the 
Brotherhood Railroad Trainmen and 
the Order of Railway Conductors 
are expected to be reconciled by an 
agreement announced here today by 
the United States Board of Media- 
tion, which has been discussing the 
questions at issue with representa- 
tives of both groups since July 22. 

The proposed settlement, details of 
which cannot yet be made public

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Despite 
the: reduction from 13% to 12 per 
cent. in the corporation tax rate 
authorized by the new revenue law 
the yield from that source gained 
$8,218,580. in July of this year, as 
compared with the corresponding 
month: of 1927. Corporation tax col- 
lections in July, 1928, under the re- 
duced rate aggregated $26,338,528, 
as' compared with $23,119,948 col- 
lected under the 13% per cent. rate 
in July, 1927. 

Total internal revenue collections 
from all sources aggregated $91,026,- 
463 in July, 1928, as against $92,- 
629,563 in July, 1927,.a decrease of 
$1,603,100. Of ‘the total internal rev- 
enue taxes collected in July of this 
year more'than $35,000,000 was con- 
tributed by levies on incomes and 
more than $54,000,000 came from 
“miscellaneous taxes.’’ 

While the taxes from corporations 
increased more -than $3,000,000 in 
July of this year, as compared with 
the returns of a year ago, the yield 
from individuals, partnerships, &c., 
dropped from $11, 902,875. to $10. 012,- 
250, a loss of more than $1,327,954. 
The new law made no changes in the 
normal rates of the income tax. 

In July of this year, according to a 
statement made public today by the 
Commissioner of. Internal Revenue, 

- collections under the prohibition law 
totaled $30,410, as compared with 
$61,844 in July @ year ago. These 
taxes were collected as penalties and 
in offers of compromise: by persons 
accused of violating the laws. 

Collections on distilled spirits in 
July, 1927, totaled $1,640,405, as com- 
pared with $1,135, 855 in July, 1928,

000. There was a substantial 
gain in the collections on tobacco 
products. In July a year ago the

Knowing that petro- 
leum is an irreplaceable, exhaustible 
natural resource, the statisticians of 
1900 would have predicted a shortage 
long before we became a 25,000,000- 
car country, with prices comparable 
to those in the anthracite and lum- 
ber trades. But gasoline has not kept 
pace with the rising trend of com- 
modities. Actually the cost is lower 
now than it was in the infancy of the 
motor car business and if its produc- 
tion in miles be considered, it prob- 
ably costs less today than in an in- 
tervening period when its price per 
gallon was lower.’

Trading on the Cotton Exchange 
developed yesterday greater activity 
than in some time and prices ad- 
vanced more than a quarter of a cent, 
ending the day with a gain of 28 to 31 
points. For. the first time in nearly 
two weeks October closed above the 
19-cent level, and for the first time 
this month the market gave evi- 
dence of a movement in the direc- 
tion of discounting private crop esti- 
mates. Under a growing impression 
that the figures issued last month 
would be reduced, particularly those 
around 15,000,000 bales and more, 
professional operators covered con- 
tracts and more buying orders were 
received from various sources. 

Although foreign prices again were 
depressed as a result of moderate 
selling operations from the South, 
and although the local market held 
within a few points of previous clos- 
ing levels throughout early trading, 
operations reflected decidedly less 
selling from Southern or Western 
sources than had been the case re- 
cently. At the same time reports from 
crop observers in the South reflect- 
ing deterioration of the cotton plant 
in parts of Texas, Oklahoma and Mis- 
sissippi, with steadily increasing 
weevil infestation in Eastern States, 
stimulated greater activity in profes- 
sional quarters. So little pressure 
appeared on the October delivery that 
room traders were encouraged to 
take the buying side, and later in the 
day Memphis as well as Texas inter- 
ests took contracts from the ring. 

An evident tendency to shade pre- 
vious large estimates for various 


States created a decided degree of 
uncertainty as to just what cam be 
looked for from the Crop Reporting 
Board in its estimate on Sept. 8. The 
view that a yield of probably 15,000,- 
000 bales was to be expected this 
year has explained the absence of 
either trade or speculative activity of 
late. The rapid fruiting of the plant 
during the last week of July and the 
first two weeks of August created 
confidence of a yield ample for the 
year’s requirements. So many: South- 
ern advices are now reflecting de- 
terioration that traders are finding 
difficult in concluding whether the 
deterioration is merely normal for 
this. season of the year or is ‘indica-

Refined Reserve Is Said to Be 
Equivalent to Less Than Two 
Weeks’ Supply. 





Stocks of refined copper on hand 
at the refineries are so low that they 
are vory close to, if not already at, 
i2 danger point for the consum- 
ers, says Waler C. Bennett, Vice 
President of the Nichols Copper 
Company, in a statement made to 
‘rhe Daily Metal Reporter. Refined 
stccks at the end of July were 54,871 
tons, which Mr. Bennett indicated is 
the lowest they have ever touched 
ree the compilation of such sta- 

St! 

This reserve compares with ave- 
rage monthly shipments so far this 
year of about 133,000 tons, making 
sch gga stocks equivalent to less than 

wo weeks’ supply. Such a situa- 
tion is fraught with all sorts of un- 
pleasant possibilities for consumers 
and producers alike, Mr. Bennett 
adds, and may lead to a repetition 
of the market conditions that pre- 
vailed in the latter part of May and 
in June, when buyers were clamor- 
ing for metal and producers found 
themselves unable to satisfy the de- 


man 

“What would constitute a normal 
reserve is, of course, open to ques- 
tion,’ the Nichols official says: 
‘Personally, I think that a stock 
considerably in excess of that men- 
tioned would be a conservative re- 
serve and should at all times be car- 
ried on hand so as to meet any 
emergencies that may arise. 

“Consumers who have been ap- 
peoeenes on the subject admit that 

he present situation is surrounded 

with all sorts of unpleasant possibili- 
ties, and they have expressed them- 
selves ms anxious to see reserve 
stocks lacrease. If the market is to 
remain stabilized, producers. will 
have to begin, and begin soon, to lay 
in a larger reserve in relation to 
ae tion. 

“It will be recalled that during the 
last buying movement, the copper 
producers did everythin in their 

ower to hold the market in check. 

hey prevented prices from soaring 
by making an unusual effort to take 
care of their customers’ require- 
ments. The spirit then ar ayed 
and the behavior of the market at 
that time and since then are, in my 
estimation, convincing evidence that 
a new order of things exists in the 
copper industry. Under. the old or- 
der,’ so tight a situation would un- 
doubtedly have resulted in a justifi- 
able price advance of 1, 2 or even 3 
cents a pound. 

“T wonder, however, what the mar- 
ket reaction would have been had it 
been possible for producers to fore- 
see and hence forestall such a situa- 
tion cs we had in June, by keeping 
a greater supply of refined copper 
on hand! Would the consumers have 
pursued a normal policy of buying 
sufficient tonnages to. cover. their 
average forward needs, or would 
they have delayed making such pur- 
whases in the hope that by staying 
out of the market producers faced 
with large stocks would be compelled 
to cut their price in order to effect 
sales? An increase in refined copper 
stocks was often taken to mean that 
copper was weak and substantial de- 
crease that copper was strong. Price 
trends were usually in sympathy 
with these ever changing conditions. 

“These conditions should no longer 
‘have any place in the copper indus- 
try. From my general knowledge of 
the industry, I think refiners would 
not be averse to increasing their re- 
serve: stocks, provided they felt rea- 
sonably certain'‘that the customers 
would not endeavor to penalize them 
for so' doing. Consumers could help 
the situation materially by placing 
their spécifications with the refiners 
at. an earlier date so that should the 
refiner have surplus production it 
could ‘be made up in the shape speci- 
fied by the consumer. 

‘Nevertheless, any one conversant 
with the exact status of the copper 
market cannot but feel optimistic on 
the outlook. The domestic and for- 
eign consumption has not been of a 
boom nature. It has been a slow and 
steady increase, due to the general 
desire on the part of the consuminz 
public for the better things of life. 
With the financial structure of the 
world constantly improving, I feel 
feertain that the demand for and the 


consumption -ef copper will continue 
’ to grow.’

There was a slight increase in the 
volume of. transactions reported in

BUILDING PROJECTS 
EXCEED LAST YEAR 


New Constraction in City Area 6 
Per Cent. Ahead of Eight 
Months Period in 1927. 











New construction work for which 
contracts ‘were. awarded in the met- 
ropolitan area during the week end- 
ed Aug. 24 aggregated in value $21,- 
748,200, according to reports by the 
F. W. Dodge Corporation. 

It_is pointed out that although this 
represents a 14 per cent. decrease 
over the previous week the total vol- 
ume of construction is 6 per cent. 
greater at the present time than for 
the first eight months of 1927, and 
to round out the eight months’ totai 
for the present year the figures for 
this week remain to be added. 

The daily average for 1928 to date

During the week ended Aug. 24 
new work costing $16,163,500, or 74 
per cent. of the total, was planned 
for residential buildings; $2,240,000, 
or 10 per cent., for public works and 
utilities, and $1,982,800, or 9 per cent.

WEEKLY TICKET PROPOSED 


Commutation of 35 Cents for Each 
Auto Crossing Suggested to 
Help Workers, 


The Port of New York Authority is 
planning a poll of patrons of the two 
new Arthur Kill bridges to determine 
the practicability of inaugurating a 
commutation toll system for regular 
users of the bridges between Staten 
Island and New Jersey. 

As a preliminary to the poll the 
Port Authority has sent a letter to 
the Joint. Tolls Committee of the 
Perth Amboy and Elizabeth Cham- 
bers of Commerce suggesting a 
weekly commutation rate averaging 
35 cents for each automobile crossing, 
andsoliciting the cooperation of the 
civic organizations, It was said an 
adjustment of tolls for the benefit of 
workers and others making frequent 
trips between New Jersey and Staten 
Island has been under advisement 
since the bridges were opend for 
‘traffic two months ago. 

According to the suggested plan, 
the commutation ticket would be 


ood for twelve trips weekly on the 

oethals Bridge or the Outerbridge 
Crossing. The present schedule of 
rates is fixed on the basis of 50 cents 
for a passenger car and 5 cents for 
each extra passenger. 

The questionnaire for commuters, 
as drawn by the Port Authority, 
would request data on the extent of 
regular use of the bridge to and 
from the commuters’ homes. The 
question, “If a limited weekly 
twelve-trip commutation book, good 
for passage over either bridge, were 
placed in effect at a rate of $4.20, 

ow frequently would you purchase 
a book in the course of a year?’’ will 
be included in the questionnaire. 

Information régarding the number 
of passengers traveling in’ éach 
vehicle would also be sought. Extra 
passengers would still be passed at 
the same rate of 5 cents extra, it 
was said. 

If the plan of the Port Authority 

is successful, the canvass of work- 
ers will probably be conducted in 
manufacturing plants and_ other 
places:of business with the aid of 
civic committees and publicity in 
newspapers. Riders using the bridges 
will be given blanks to be filled out 
and mailed to the Port Authority 
offices. 
‘ If a commutation rate is. estab- 
lished, the Port Authority pointed 
out yesterday, the automobile license 
number will be used to identify the 
holders of commutation books as 
they pass over the bridges.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—The dis- 
turbance that was over Wisconsin Monday 
night is advancing rapidly northeastward, 
being central north of the St. Lawrence 
Valley, with a trough extending southwest- 
ward to Southern Illinois. Pressure continues 


high off the Atlantic Coast, and an area 
of high pressure central over Minnsota is 
moving eastward. During the last twenty- 
four hours scattered showers have occurred 
in the lake region, the northern Rocky 
Mountain region, the Southern Plains States 
and in the South Atlantic and East Gulf 
States. Temperatures have fallen in the 
upper lake region and in the upper Missis- 
sippi Valley, and have risen over the North- 
ern Plains States. 

The outlook is for showers on Wednesday

HE WILL FLY TO CAPITAL 


Hungarian Statesman Will Confer 
With Officials Who Once ‘Gagged’ 
Him and Barred His Wife. 


Plans were announced yesterday by 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
for a reception to be held at the foot 
of Wall Street at noon Saturday for 
Count Michaé] Karolyi, first Presi- 
dent of Hungary. Count Karolyi, who 
is on his way from Mexico to Spain, 
will. come ashore for forty-eight 
hours while his ship, the Spanish 
liner Cristobal Colon, is in port. 

After the reception Count Karolyi 
and his attorney, Morris L. Ernst, 
will go by air to Washington to con- 
fer with State Department officials. 
The Count and Countess Karolyi 
were in the United States in 1925, 
but during the three months he was 
here he was ‘‘gagged’’ by the State 
Department, being forbidden to dis- 
cuss Hungarian politics. In April of 
that year he went to Canada, where 
he expressed himself fully on the 
situation in Hungary in articles that 
were widely syndicated throughout 
this country. 

In 1926 the Countess Karolyi was 
refused admission to. the United 
States because of her alleged radical 
political views, but no objection has 
been made to the Count’s landing 
while his boat is here.
